It's a fine custom to give "P"' 
sweaters to the very finest athletes in 
the college and big "F's ' to the "all- 
college" basketball team, but why is 
it neeess:iry to stop all recognition of 
merit in atiiietitis at liiat point? The 
letters only cost a tew cents, and they 
would greatly stimulate the interest 
in such things in our college, I feel 
sure. The girls would g«'t their own 
sweateis nearly every time if they 
had a letter to put (»n them. In a 
great many colleges no sweaters are 
•-■iven at all: the students get them 
fi)i' t lieniscl vcs. 

During commencement weCk there 
could be an "F" ceremony, at which 
.ill the iffters won during the year 
utaiid In- awarded. 

Why not uive the five, .^ay, in each 
.gymnasium chjss that make the best 
grades for the entlie year a letter? 
Anil the ti ii best players in the col 
lege should have some ojficial reeog- 
nitlon. Then In the spring there Is 
the track work .\t the Cniversity of 
Floriad every man who wins even one 
pfdnt foi his Alma .Mater in a meet is • 
given a letter. Here we have the \ 
class contests. Every one that win* i 
a i)oint for her class might be awarded i 
an "P." 

There are enough different styles of 
letters ent that a different kind could 
be used for each sport. It would be 
\sfli U) eoliiiniif using the sa?no blCSj^ 
letter now given for the best athletes 
and for the best basketball team. For 
tfMinis an OU] l<:m;Iisli l-'tter is fre- 
quently used, and for track tiic usual 
track style, the block letter with an 
arrow through It. 

These letters can be obtained In a 
number of si/.i-.s. As basketliall is oin 
most important foim of athletics, 
there could be quite a niinihi r Liiven 
in this eoimiction. Each iiienil)er of 
the winning tiaiii should he silvcn a 
larg(> "F," as is now done. To lach 
girl that played on Thankksgiving j 
Day and in the final game those who 
ilid not receive a big "F" could he! 
:'.;iv<n ene a few sizes smaller than| 
those given the team w liieh won the 
final game. And those faithful scrubs, j 
riftej) they desei ve as much credit as j 
those who actually play. Why not, 
give three, say, in each class who had 
been most falthftd an "F" a little 
smaller than that j^iven those who 
played nii the di'feated team? 

Under the present c«)nilitioiis veiy 
few girls take any interest in athlet- 
ics. The girls know that only a very 
few c:tn have any rerounif ion at all 
for excellence in athlties. Physical 
training should be an important pait 
of college education, and every girl 
(in tlH' eanipns shotdd have a live in- 
terest in athletics of some kiiiil. 1 be- 
lieve that If mor(^ '-F's" were avvaidi'd 
it wouldR^% great thing for athletlc-i 
in the college. — Fuel Box. 



of Solon at the winter solstice, De- 
cember 21. The Roman new year be- 
gan at the winter solstice until the 
time of Julius Caesar, when it was 
changed to .lanuary 1. With the in- 
troduction of the Gregorian calendar 
in 1582 all of the Protestant and Ro- 
man Catholic nations accepted Janu- 
ary 1 aa the beginning of the year. 

But no matter on what day this 
falls, the death of the old year and 
the birth of the new year has always 
been observed with fitting ceremonies. 
As eaily as 567 we read that a coun- 
cil which had met at Tours decreed 
that "the beginning of .January should 
be commemorated with songs and 
prayer in honor of the New Year." 
Ovid and many other Latin writers 
allude to the day in a similar manner. 

The custom of giving gifts on New 
Yeai 's Day is almost as old as the day 
itself. The early Roman monarchs 
received valuable gifts from their sub- 
jects, these being, many times, purses 
filled with gold. From this th(> cus- 
tom of giving small remembrances, 
expressive of love and good wishes, 
has eonie down to us. In France, New 
Year's Day is to the children what 
Christmas is to the children of Eng- 
land and America. In fact, it is the 
greatest festival of tbe whole year for 
the French iieople. 

In Scotland, in Russia, in Spain, In 
Holland — truly, we might say, in every 
civilized country the New Year Is 
watched for and its coming heralded 
far and wide. The whistles and bells 
which awaken us at nddnight of New 
Year's Eve are only a part of thp end- 
less echo which is heard 'round the 
world, eonuni'tnorating the iirtmiise 
which God lias given us for new hope, 
for new life for the coming New Year.

The "Leak" inquiry. 

The investigation of the House Rules 
Conunittee Into the alleged "leak" to 
the New York Stock Exchange of the 
President's jiciice noit. luis been contin- 
ued this week and Is attracting the at- 
tention of the entire nation. 

Many prominent men have been ex- 
amined as witnesses, the list includin}! 
Robert Lansing, Secretary of State: 
J. V. Tumulty, Secretary to the Presi- 
dent; Charles Snbin, President of the 
flnaranty Trust Comjiany of New 
York, and T. W. Lawson of Boston. 

Secretary Lansing described how the 
note was prejiared. and stated that It 
was so closely guarded at the State 
Department that it was practically Im- 
possible for any leak to occur from 
that source. 

Mr. Tumulty declared be did not 
know the note existed or was contem- 
plated until after It was given to the 
press. 

Thomas W. Lawson testified that 
there had been many snch leaks of te-

Immigration Bill y«toed. 

The inwfiiigration bill passed re- 
cently by Congress has been vetoed 
by President Wilson because of its 
literacy test provision. This is th© 
second time President Wilson has 
vetoed an immigration bill because 
of its literacy test. In his veto mes- 
sage to the House he says; 

"The literacy test constitutes a 
radical change in the policy of the 
nation which is not Justified in prin- 
ciple. ... It would operate In 
most cases merely as a penalty for 
lack of opportunity in the country 
from which the alien seeking admis- 
sion came. . . . Tests of quality 
and of purpose can not be objected 
to on principle, but tests of oppor- 
tunity surely may be. Moreover, one 
of the exceptions proposed to its ap- 
I)lication involves a provision whick 
might lead to very delicate and haz- 
ardous diplomatic situations." 

For practically the same reasons 
similar measures were given vetoes 
by Presidents Taft and Clevelaad,

"Mose," as everyone of both racos 
and all a^oR knew him, had for 
thiity-six years bopn on the State pay- 
roll a.s a janitor of tho Capitol , was 
seventy-six years of age, was a thirty- 
third degree Mason and hiRh up in 
many other secret orders of the ne- 



groos; was as a boy a printer's devil 
employed by the old Tallahassee 
I'^loiidian, and before the war be- 
longed to the DeCoursey family of 
this section. .Moses Shepherd is sur- 
vived by a devoted wife, Hattie Shep- 
herd, five daughters, a son and a 
f-Tundohild. 

Old Mose was the old-fashioned 
kind of negro that the true Southerner 
has a real affi ctidn for; accommodat- 
ing ut all times, willing to serve "his 
white folks" whenever they needed 
him, and the possessor of a high sense 
of duly and honor — for Mose was an 
hoiioiable man. He will be missed by 
the people of the Capitol, of all Talla- 
hassee, and by those who came to 
Tallahassee on official business and 
wen> T'ver cheered by the broad smile 
(if .Mcise's round face as he >:r«'eted 
them with a bow of his small body 
and a sweeping gesture with his hat 
toward the floor. 

It was Mose who, last summer, 
when informed that the Republicans 
had noiiiiiiafed Mr. llmrbes at Chi- 
cago, promptly asked: "Now I wonder 
who de White folks gonna nominate?" 

May Mose rest in peace!

W THE 

ORIGINATEO HERE 

'I'he Mplscopal ( 'on vent ion for the 
missionary Juri.sdicl ion of Sonlliern 
Florida, held its sessions in Tamjia this 
week, closing Monday afternoon. A 
great deal of business was transacetd, 
but among the most imiKU'tjint was the 
uiuiouncement by P.ishoi» Maun, ami of 
uiuisual interest to the Episcopalians 
hereabouts, to the effect that women 
members of the Iljiiscoiwil churches 
may vole in the iiarorliial elections 
lienceforlh. the iiouse of bisboi)s having 
consented to tlie striking out of the 
word "male" in the paragraph of the 
canon relating to such elections. It is 
oj)tional with each parish, however, us 
to w.*ether suffrage shall be general in 
paiVK'liial elections. 

The Ri'cord j»ublishes this i)articu- 
larly liecause it was in St. John's 
church here that this movement of 
granting women a vote in certain 
church niJitters was beixnii. The flr>it 
session of the Slate Episcopal conven- 
tion of the Diocese of Florida sat down 
on the i)ro|K)silion on a technicality, 
but alxmt two years ago it was en- 
dorsed and scut up to the General Con- 
vention, held the past year, and adopt- 
ed. So that to St. John's church be- 
longs the credit of this importftnt 
church work. 



The tirst instructions, seed and rec- 
ord books iiave been sent to all club 
niemlicrs. Many homes and schools 
have bei'u visited and two Home Dem- 
onstrati<ut Clubs have been organized

It would be Incor- 
H'ct to dcscriht' (Ifrniaiiy's attitude as 
indifferent, lor there is nuich con- 
cern, bat it really seems to be based 
ujion consiclerations of sentiment 
niihiT than upon estimates of possi- 
ble ailvt'is(- results from American 
entrance into the war. 

It can not be too emphatically stat- 
ed that (Jerniany's determination to 
proclaim au enlarged submarine 
blockade was reached only after de- 
rat. ( onsiiieratiOH of not only nil 
prev.oub evei.is. hut a so of the fu- 
ture possibilities. The deeisioii was 
taken with iull Icnowledge that it 
would certainly renew the strain on 
(ierniaii-American relations witli a 
grave- liability, if not an extreme like- 
linooU, of the worst possible out- 
i onie. 

It is evidvUt that oltiiiai (Jeruiany 
has discounted war with the United 
Stales. The olticials ap!>arently be- 
lieve tlial vigorous sulimarine action 
will force peatte before the y. ar ends. 
High-placed Germans have exiiressed 
serene* confidence in the ability of 
their sulnnarines to elTect sudi losse.s 
to allied shipping as to compel prac- 
tical stoppage of the essential lines 
of industry in England, and espe- 
e.uUy in France and lta(y. Holding 
such views, olficial Gerniany feels

Ruthless submarine war is veiy 
probably Cerman's last card. This 
decision to destroy all ships encoun- 
tered In "barred zones" is quite likely 
."lie to acute sliort.-igc in men and 
raw materials. Ail must realize, even 
teMinany. that in the ultimate analy- 
.sis this latest move is calculated to 
bring into the field an entirely new 
and fr< sli set of forces, all aligned 
a'lainst Gerniaiiy. The United States, 
Denmark, Holland and Norway will 
all lie alTected and are, therefore, jios- 
sible (Serinan enemies, shou d the 
German tlireut be thoroughly carried 
out. W hat such an array of new ene- 
mies would mean to Germany is ap- 
parent to tin most casual obtiryei*- 
vJermany knows lull well, 

Tliortfore, what must l>e the con- 
dition of affairs in Germany that jus 
tUles an act (akiilated to have such 
disastrous results? It hits never 
seemed quite reasonable that the en- 
tente coiilti starve Germany into sub- 
mission. Fooii no (joni.i i> not :is 
Identiful as in peace times, but that 
is a long way from starving, but she 
can s;arve in otiu r ways than through 
the depletion of food. These ways 
are the exhaustion of certain raw 
materials necessary lor war purposes: 
cotton, wool, copiier, rubber. These 
are vitally necessary to the continued 
prosecution of the war. There is an 
iuimittod shortage in these materials.

History of the Florida 
State Board o/" Health

Life and Accoomplishments 

— ^ ft'. J. Y. Pmtm — 



The constitutional convention of 
1885 provided, in Article 15, for a 
State Board of Healfh, with such au- 
thority as the Legislature might give. 

This provision of the coi»rentioii 
was observed more in the breach than 
in the practice, because nothing was 
done until 1889* notwithatandimg the 
fact that in 1887 a yellow fever epi- 
demic prevailed .U Key West, which 
many Floridians today have personal 
knowledge of. and many are those 
who were the victims during that 
prevalence. 

Eighteen eighty-seven was leRisla- 
tive year, and iJr. J. Y. Porter per- 
sonally went to Talli^assee to try to 
interest Governor Perry in bringing 
into ojjeration a State Board of 
Health, as the constitution provided 
for, but he failed in his ptirpMie. The 
year ISss was a memorable one in 
Florida inasmuch as it was the year 
of yellow fever, general prevalence 
all over the eastern and middle jMd- 
lions of Florida and which was car- 
ried over from 1SS7. wtien the disease 
prevailed in Key West and Tampa. 
The "fever" became epidemic in 
Jaeksonville in August of 1X88. Tlie 
year 1888 was a pulitical campaign 
year also, and the candidates had 
Kreat difficulty in making tlndr tours, 
as every county had a shotgun quar- 
antine against every other county and 
travel was almost, if not altogether, , 
impossible between the counties. Gov-' 
i-rnor Fleming, realizing the fac-t that 
probably there would he great un- 
easiness in 1880, called the Legisla- 
ture together in extra session in Feb- 
ruary, notwithstanding the fart that 
the regular session was to Ix' held 
that year in April. It was in the 8r>e- 
clal session in February that the ' 
State Hoard of Health of Florida was 
brought into existence. 

The first members of the Hoard of 
Health were Dr. R. p. Dani<'l. of 
Jacksonville; Mr. W. B. Henderson, 
of Tampa, and W. K. Hyer^ of Pensa- 
cola, , 

At the first meeting Dr. Porter was 
elected State health officer and has 
been re-elected under succeeding ad- 
ministrations up to tlte present time. | 



Florida has had but Otte State health 
officer in twenty-eight years. 
I The enactment which brought Into 
i existence the State Board of Health 
I and its personnel was really a quaran- 
tine law. and attentive reading of the 
text cannot tail to show that there 
was but one object in mind when It 
j was framed and tiiat was to prevent, 
first, the entrance of yellow fever into 
the State, and. second, to control It 
if perchance it did enter. Therefore 
some of the provisions of the original 
law are now olisolete, due to the ban- 
ishment of yellow fever from the 
nearby tropical country of Cuba and 
the improved maritime sanitation 
which is enforced at all ports of the 
l iiitod States with shipping from for- 
eign ports. 

The acftilevements of the Board of 
Health of Florida are matters of lii.s- 
tory and it would take too long to tell 
them. It would take too long to tell 
of the struggle the board had with 
smallpox; how the people have, 
through ediu-atioiial m<\ins. finally ac- 
cepted vaccination as the only true 
and safe method of protection. It I 
would take too loni: to ixo into ex- j 
idanatioii of the almost universal use 1 
<>\ .iiititoxin for not only the cure of! 
diphtheria and hydrophobia, but as a | 
pro|)hylactic or preventive, and so on, i 
with innUMi' r;iMc «)Iher sMiijeeis' 
which the State Hoard of Health has. ; 
throuMh education, brought so advan- 
tageously to the attention of the pub 
lie that "the line up(m line" and "pre- 
cept uiioii preceiit" of teaching has i 
not failed to bring forth good results, j 
These results are shown by a lower \ 
fleath rate ;ind lower morbidity late' 
and observance of hygienic laws, both i 
»)y the individual and community, and' 
by adopting protective measures | 
against disease agencies such as in- J 
sects, acting as hosts, and guarding , 
against disease in all of its almost | 
invisible forms. <

War has not been declared. The 
I'resident in his address said: "We 
do not desire any hostile conflict with 
the German Government." But prep- 
arations for war are being made. Navy 
.vards have hi i n closed to the public. 
For the present, private ship building 
concerns and other plants engaged In 
Government will take their own pre- 
cautionary measures. Private ship 
builders have offered to place their 
estal) ishuK'nts under the control of 
the Goveniinent. and a provision au- 
thorizing the Secretary of the Navy 
to do this will be offered by the naval 
committee In the House soon. 

German merchant ships at Amer- 
ican ports are being closely guarded 
and some have been seizd. Our war 
vssi'ls are said to have received pre- 
cautionaiy orders. Army arsenals 
ha\* been told to guard against all 
danger. Public l)uildin.tis here and 
elsewhere are also being guarded. 

iiiplomatlc relations with Austria- 
Hunuary are to he severed, also. This 
was made certain by the receipt by 
the State Department of a note from 
the ViK.na flovernnient containing 
notice of adliereuce to the German 
submarine l»lockade policy. Presi- 
dent Wilson did not know this when 
he went to the Capitol. Count far- 
nowskl von Tarnow, the newly ac- 



credited Ambassador of Austria-Hun- 
gary, who had reached the Unice^ 
'^'^t.es on Thursday, went to the State 
Department to arrange his formal 
presentation to President Wilson. 
Word was brought to him that Secre- 
tary Lansing would be uhable to re- 
(eive him. Hardly had the Ambassa- 
dor gone when the department re- 
ceived a cable message frQIB I'redeplc 
C. Penfie d, the American Ambassa- 
dor at Vienra, giving the text of the 
Austrian-Hungarian adherence to the 
German war zone order. As Count 
Tarnowskl has not been formally re- 
reived by this Vjrovernment, he may 
noi i)e dismissed in the same way 
as Count von Bernstorff was, but he 
will lie invited to leave the country, 
with 'the nienilx I S of his suite and 
embassy staff. Ambassador Penfield 
and his embassy staff will be orderea 
home. If war results, it will be war 
fK)t only with Germany, but with Aus- 
tria-Hungary and Turkey as well, and 
possibly with Bu garta.

Educational Problems 

Discussed at Convention

Dr. t-Vnuatii returned froui Indian- 
apolis, where he had l)een attending 
a niectiim of ibe National Sx ieiy for 
Ilie Study of Vocalituial and Industrial 
p]ducation. He attended ibis conven- 
tion as a delegate from Florida, ap- 
pointed by Gov. Sidney .1. Catts. 

Tills convention was liejd at Indian- 
apolis this year because In liana had 
made a State Kurv<'y of vocational 
and indiistiial ediiealion. This survey 
was conducted und(M- the direction of 
the State buperinti'iident jf Public 
Instruction and the Stale Director for 
Vocational Education, whc is con- 
necti'd with Ilie State Department of 
Education. The carrying oit of this 
survey made in Indiana is of national 
interest If) all those wlio are inter- 
ested in vo("aiioiial educaiion. and 
tience the meeting was pretty well 
attended. 

The discussion at the nn' tinti, Or. 
Conradl said, centered mos ly around 
the problems of the city ciild. 'I'he 
I)roblem of how to educate vocation- 
ally a boy in the public sclools mosi 
f couomically anl efl'ectivel;, and the 
problem of giving the boy credit for 
such training when h(! enters the fac- 
tory or shop, seemed to bi the two 
problems in which most ol the dele- 
gates were Interested. It s*emed that 
the plans to work out a o-operation 
lietween the school, the Ubor union 
and the manufacturer were making 
progress. Some of the representatives 



of labor unions who were there em- 
phasized the imfioriaiice ;iiid llie wil 
liiigness of the school and the labcjr 
unions to co-operate in the matter of 
vnc'if jonal traiiiinu. They cxjiressed 
a eheertiil willingness to accept the 
voeational training the school offers 
as an equivalent for a certain amount 
of ai)iirenticoship, provided the school 
has tlioroiKiii t'(|iiipnient and a first- 
class iea« liing staff. This of course 
seemed reasonable to everybody. 

The problems of ureatest inti rost at 
this convention being manufacturing 
problems, they were different from 
the problems that face the educators 
in Florida, since we have few manu- 
tacliirinu eeiilcrs in the State. Our 
vocational problem is an agricultural 
problem, and in this line Florida is at 
Ibe present time doiiiL' moi-e probably 
I ban any of the States in the North 
in so far as it carries different voca- 
tional work to the girls as well as to 
the boys In the farm home. The pro!)- 
of c'inying agricultural and home 
economics vocational education to the 
couniry boy and the country girl is a 
iitoblem hard of solution unless the 
country schools are consolidated. 

The f>ne-tpacher country school can 
no daubt best be reached by the 
county aRent for agriculture and the 
county agent for "home demonstration, 
both supervised by State agents and 
assistant State agents. The next best 
step Is no doubt to consolidate the 
country schools wherever possible in

March 1. — On this day the papers 
come out in large headlines, "Nation 
Startled at German Intrigue to U. S. 
In War." 

The following is a copy of Zinimer- 
nian'H InstructionB to Von Eckhardt, 
sent through Von Bernstorff, In pos- 
BessloQ oi>> the UiUtod States govern- 
ment: 

"Berlin, Jan. 19, 1917. 
^"On the first of February we intend 
to begin subinarine warfare, unre- 
strictod. In s|)lte id this, it is our 
intention to endeavor lo keep neutral 
the United States of America. 

"If this attempt is not successful 
we propose an alliance on the follow- 
iJi« basis With Mexico: 

" Thai we shall make war together, 
and together make peace. We shall 
give general timmcial support, and it 
is understood that Mexico is to re- 
conquer the lost territory in Nfew 
Mexico, Texas and Arizona. The de- 
tails are left lo you for settlement. 

"You are instructed to inform the 
President of .Mexico of the above in 
the greatest confidence as .soon as it 
is certain that there will be an out- 
break of war with the Vnited States, 
and suggest that the President of 
Mexico, on Ifis own initiative, should 
communicate with Japan, suggesting 
adherence at once to this plan: at the 
sami- time, offer to mediate between 
(M-rniany and Japan. 

"Please call U) the attention of ihf 
President of Mexico that the emi)loy- 
ment of rtithless submarine warfare 
now promises to comp' l Knglaod to 
make peace in a few months.

In some States State aid is 
offered to local communities for voca- 
tional education, but usually the 
amount offered is too small.

Tile Red C3ro88 is now making an 
api>eal throuRhowt the wnole coimtry 
for larger inemliership and this was 
luimarily tiie purpose of .\Iiss Winn's 
talk. Such meml)ership involves oniy 
the paying of tlie annual <|ues, one 
dollar, and sending in one's name. Yet 
tht proportion of membership in the 
I'niled State* is approximately 
.•]r)0.000 to 100.000,000 population. 

Miss Winn also st)()ke on the estah- 
lishnient of <haptt rs and their work. 
April 9 will l)e Red Cross Day iji 
Tallahassee; she asked the College 
girls to think of the need for the Red 
Cross work and respond with the ci'i 
zens of Tallahassf c to tiu' call tor 
annual members on that day. A 
cliapfPr wil'l proliahl\ he 'stablished 
in Tullahanscf soon after .\i>ril 0. 

"The work of the Red »"ross is in 
iiejue and war" said Miss Winn, 
"wherever there is disaster and need 
for help the Red Cross uot s. .V large 
phase of the work is the sentling of 
nurses i»to country dlslrlcts to teach 
sanitation and the ju-oper care of chil- 
dren. Volunteers are found not only 
in the medical corps but in the office 
forces as ateiujgraphers and clerks, in 
the kitchen as cooks; there are 
women who have volunttn n-d as am- 
bulance drivers and despatch bearers." 

The motto of the Red Cross IB 
'NeutraHty and Humanity," and 
through her talk we felt Miss Winn 
putting the rpiestion to us. — How 
fully are you southern women enter- 
ing into this great movement. What 
will your answer be on Red Cross 
Day?

The students were urged to remain in 
the college and Informed that under- 
graduates who joined the mosquito 
fleet or other branches of the national 
service would have every possible al- 
lowance for such service in determine 
ing the qualification for graduation. 

A Princeton graduate has given two 
flying machines to the university and 
an aviation corps will be formed at 
Princeton within a few weeks' time. 

CORNELL.— It Is the general belief 
In university circles that the faculty 
of Cornell will decide to grant dijilo- 
mas to all seniors who may volunteer 
In the national service. What will be 
done in the case of Juniors and under- 
classmen is not known. 

Cornell is actively engaged in the 
preparedness movement. About two 
thousand male students are now drill- 
ing under government officers, and 
more than one hundred and fifty 
women students are taking ilrst-ald 
Instruction under the Red Cross.

German gas attacks. They also tell 
j of artillery activity on the Russian 
j front. 

I The question of the food supply of 
I the capital of Russia has reached a 
! crisis. Petrc^rrad is particularly bad- 
; ly situated on the confines of the em- 
pire, in a region incapable of produc- 
i ing breadstults. and therefore entirely 
dependent upon railways for the nec- 
; essaries of daily life. Military needs 
I necessarily require the greater part 
of railway activity and the war traffic 
naturally Increases as time goes on. 
Tlie i)(>ople have gladly endured every 
kind of inconvenience throughout the 
long winter in obtaining food sup- 
plies. Lateljr, however, strange as It 
seems, there has been a shortage In 
certain i)arts of the city of the staple 
food of the common people, the Rus- 
sian black bread. 

On March 27 the Grand Dukes and 
Royal Princes of Russia united in sur- 
rendering to the new government 
their great estates and possessions, 
retaining only enough to enable them 
to live in reasonable comfort. 

France. — The French are driving 
forward north and south of St. Quen- 
tin, the heart of the Hindenburg line. 
They have cjit the two main railroads 
which feed the city, while a third is 
well within reach of the French guns. 

South of Lafere the French have 
captured all the northern part of the 
Jower forest of C'outy. They have 
i also advanced In the region north of 
I Soissons. 

The Germans are still entrenched 
In France, about forty miles from 
the Belgian frontier, but for several 
weeks past the Allies have been 
steadily drivin- them backward. 

Mexico.— On March 11, Venustiano 
Carranza was elected president of 
Mexico. He is the first constitutional 
president that Mexico has had since 
IPrandsco Madero was chosen in 1911.

When Mr. Thoma- 
sello said that he ha,d four sons who 
bad enlisted In the amy the audience 
went wild and rose In recognition of 
the man who had been privileged to 
send these giant chips of tlie old man 
to the front. He said that he was not 
sending bis sons to war to fight the 
Austrian government, hut to battle 
against the tyranny of Its system. 
Tremendous applause followed the 
closing words of the man who was In 
the foothills under the Materhorn in 
1S61, who was conscripted by his em- 
peror iu 1878 to fight against the 
Turks, and who came to Pensacola in 
1882 and immediately applied for his 
citizenship in this country. 

Mr. Thomasello said that the pride 
of a Roman was to become a Boman 
citizen. "Today men are proudar to 
be known as American citizens, for 
bigger and worthier reasons," he said.

WORLD NEW.^. 



The United States. The event that 
we have all been exi)ectiug and fearing 
for some time has Ii:ippcn(Hl during 
the last week. Our I nited States has 
joined tlie ranks of liie Allies. The 
resolution declaring that a state of 
war extsen between the United States 
and Oermany, already jiassed by the 
Senati', passed the House sitoii jjfter 3 
fj'dock on the morning of April ti, by a 
vote of 373 to 50. The passage fol- 
lowed seventeen hours of debate. Presi- 
dent Wilson signed the resolution in 
tile aftern(H»n t>f the same day. 

It is expected that the Federal gov- 
ernment will take over and operate, 
during the course of war, the tele- 
jthone <<)nipaides. and the iniiin trunk 
lines of the country. All private ser- 
vice will be subordinated to the service 
of the govemmmt. 

Austria-Bougary, mxler pressure 
from Germany, severed diplomatic rela- 
tions with the TJnited States, April 9. 
Tlie break is imdoubtedly the prelude 
to a declaration of a state of war. 
Spain will take over .\merl<'an interests 
in Austria, and Sweden will take over 
Austra's interests in the tJnit^ States. 

Cul)a, Itrazil, and Panama have this 
week johnMl the ranks of the Allies. 
Cid)a and I'anaiiia declared a state of 
war between themselves aud Glermany, 
and offered to aid the TJnited States in 
protecting her coasts and the Panama 
Canal. Brazil merely severed rela- 
tions with (Jerniany. 

; The British have started on a new 
series of attacks in northern France 
along a ten mile front. Official re- 
ports announce tiiat the British have 
penetrated the German lines and have 
hbade 8atl«factf>ry progress at all 
ptoints. On April 0, they captured more 
tlian iilnt! thousand prisoia-rs and 
more than fifty guns. These gains 
Were acknowledged in German official 
rcDorts. 

Wh(m the French premier, lilbot, 
jiubllcly made the announcement of 
America's action, there were extraor- 
dinary scenes of enthusiasm In both 
houses of parliament. Ihe Ameri' 
can Ambassador W. G. Sharp, was 
forced five times to stand and receive 
i$a applause for the United States. It 
was directed that this speech of Pre- 
mier Blbiot, President Wilson's address 
to Cbngress, and one delivered by M. 



Deschnnel, President of the Chamber 
of l)('|iutles, iuuiiediately after M. Ri- 
Itofs should be iK)sted on a.i public bill 
boards in France. 

Italy reports contiuuetl fighting on 
her battle fronts and some gains in the 
last few days.

ENQLAND'8 PRESENT WAR ATTJ 
TUDC. 



An English journalist and Universi- 
ty Extension lecturer, Mr. S. K. Rat- 
cllffe, talked to us Tuesday afternoon, : 
March 27. on "After the War, Settle- 
ment and Reconstruction." He said | 
it is gen«ra1!y betfeved in England 
that the war will continue at least 
until the fail of li»18, wh» ther or not 
the United States enRaues in the con- 
flict. The report that the German 
people are starving ia contradicted by 
the statement that they can hold out 
until th<' harvest, mul after that there 
will be sufficient food. The only im- 
portant iilece of evidence against the 
continuation of the war is that of the ' 
financif'rs. who say that the war must 
8toi> for lack of funds. English , 
journalists are hindering the cause of! 
the Allies by writing in their articlcH 
that the Ailiea will not he satisfied ' 
with the restoration of Helgium, Ser- 
bia, and Poland, as they have stated i 
officially, but will demand in addition 
the l)reaking up of the Austrian Em- 
pire into its component parts. This 
serves to strengthen the. German i)op- 
ular idea that tbe Allies are fighting 
for the destruction of the German Em- 
pire. Mr. Ratcliffe defined "peace 
without victory" as a peace without 
terms imposed by victorious allied 
peoples upon conquered allied peo- 
ples. In England, a large body of 
peoi)le want an honorable peace by 
negotiation. He quoted Mr. H. G, 
Wells as pleading for a peace of this 
kind — a sclent itlc peace in which the 
needs and wishes of the people are 
considered instead of merely those of 
government ofiicials. — Wellesley Col- 
lege News.

WORLD NEWS. 



United States: In March our Ameri- 
can copper producers offered to sup- 
ply 45,310,000 pounds of copper to the 
War and Navy Departments at less 
than half the market price. This is 
one of the many evidences of the 
loyalty of Anieriean f itizens to their 
country. Since war , was actually 
declared many telegrams have been 
sent to President Wilson from corpor- 
ations, universities, societies, and in- 
dividual men assuring him of their 
support. 

Volunteers for active service have 

been numerous throughout the coun- 
try. In addition to these volunteers, 
many reserve companies have been 
organized. In JacKsonville the re- 
cruiting officers have been kept busy 
receiving applications. 

According to reports, a German sub- 
marine on April 17 fired on the United 
States destroyer Smith, aboiit one 
hundred miles south of New York. 
The torpedo missed and the subma- 
tiM disappeared. The presence of a 
hostile 8ul)marine in American waters 
iadicates that the threatened German 
tabmarine blockade of the Atlantic 
lotrts htM begun. 1%i8 submarine at- 
tack is Germany's first recognition 
that a state of war has been declared 
by the United States. 

Formal assurances of full and loyal 
support during the war came to the 
government on April 17 from the 
Philippine islands and Porto Rico. 

Argentina has demanded from Ger- 
many explanations for the sinking of 
an Argentine vessel off the Europeaa 
coast. Demonstrations aRainst Ger- 
many seem to be spreading every day 
through Argentina and Brazil. 
Eureptan Battle Lines. 

It is reported that the British and 
French are pushing the Germans back 
along a front of 150 miles. The Ger- 
mans lost one hu&dred thousand men, 
killed and captured, within two days. 
It is thought that this report may be 
exaggerated, but It is certain that the 
Allies are meeting with success in 



their great attacks around St. Quen- 
tin and Lens and Solssons. On 
Tuesday the number of prisoners 
reached l.'J.SOO. Statements from the 
Allies and from Germany describes 
this l)attle as one of the greatest in 
the hi.story of the world. 

Germany reports that the great 
French attacks of the night of April 
16 were repulsed with heavy losses 
for the Allies. Germany took 2,100 
prisoners. 

No imjiortant changes in positions 
have taken place except in the west 
and in Mesopotamia, where the Brit- 
ish, operating on the right of the 
Tigris, have n^aehod a jioint seventy- 
live miles northwest of Bagdad and 
are keeping up their advance against 
the Turks, who are falling back with- 
out offering resistance. 

.An Associated Press correspondent 
who has been spending some time in { 
Vienna reports people of Austria- \ 
Hungary are willing to accept auv 
peace proi>osal, leaving Austro-Hun-^ 
garian territory intact, and making no 
claims for war indemnity. The peo- 
ple are hoping for the tprlng to hasten 
the crops, of which they are sorely In 
need.

Do 
you realize how many pounds 
are saved if the women of the United 
States save in every household one 
pound a week? Food wasted mea&s 
starvation. We should see it and 
you as Intelligent women should see It 
and use your influence in all direc- 
tions towards conserving and stimulat- 
ing food productions. 

Create Interest in your community 
that every plot of ground may be cal- 
tlvated. 

We must raise sufficient food for our 
selves and a surplus to send to Europe 
and take our share in the great war 
shottlder to shiiafder with tl^ Allies."

The Universities and Colleges 
througiumt the Unitod States are re- 
sponding loyally to the call of the 
President. 

"The patriotic spirit of the Ameri- 
can college man* of today has never 
been surpassed In any other age," 
said President Wilson in the Yale 
News of April 21. 

"Our American Universities are the 
sources of (-fficient and well-trained 
men for all branches of national ser- 
vice, whether In times of peace or 
war. Upon such men as Yale has given 
to the country has been based the 
f.trength of the American Nation." 

Over 1,200 enrolled at Yale In a 
week for a special course of military 
training at the University. The train- 
ing will be largely along physical 
lines. It Is the first duty of the sol- 
dier to be In excellent condition and 
keep himself so.

QRIAT MtTAIN. 

April 25. — In the face of some of the 
most desperate fighting the Germans 
have shown during the war, and 
which seems to increase in intensity 
as the British approach the Hinden- 
burg line, the British continue to ad- 
vance. They have held all the gains 
of the last few days, captured two vll- 
lages, and have taken about fifteen 
hundred prisoners. 

In fights which tool< place Monday 
between the British flying corps and 
German aircraft, fifteen of the latter 
were shot flown by the Britiph, and 
twenty-lour others were last seen fall- 
ing earthward completely out of con- 
trol. Only two British machines 
failed to return to their base. 

On April 2n, Anieiica's entry into 
the war against Germany was i)ublicly 
acknowledged by a great celebration 
in T^ondon. The great public meet- 
ing, at wliich the king and queen and 
Priuff.ss .Mary., cal)!!)!'! ministers, am- 
bassadors from the entente countries, 
and many Americans, including Walter 
nines Page, the American ambassador, 
were present, took place in St. Paul's 
cathedral. The building itself and 
adjoining streets were crowded. 

The entire congregation arose near 
the end of the servirf> wbeii the banil 
played "The Star-Spangled Banner," 
and throughout the cathedral voiles 
were heard singing the anthem. 

The American flag was hung on 
many inUdic l)iiildiims. It floated 
beside the Union Jack over the Houses 
of Parliament, the first foreign flag 
that has ever waved there. Many peo- 
ple in the city carried small American 
flags.

Mr. Bradford Knapp of Washington 
City who Is in attendance at the coun- 
cil called together by Governor Sidney 
.1. Catts for the disrnsslon of the con- 
servation and production of food 
products, spoke to the ttudonti at 
Chapel on Tuesday. 

Florida is taking her place along 
with her sittef states in carrying for- 
ward the work that has been thrust 
upon her— that of conserving all the 
resources of the country. Every 
state is having her share of the re- 
.^ponaibility— and it is a responsibil^ 
beciuipe the world Is looking to the 
United States for food supplies In the 
present crisis. 

Mr. Knapp says, "The war is thrust 
upon us and the cause is as great and 
a3 tploudid a one as ever drew forth 
a eworU. It is not a war for advance- 
ment of any kind— it la a war for the 
fv/nis of humanity. This Is a battle 
between autocracy and democracy, and 
we are a pa^ it" 

"The war will be won in either of 
two ways; first, by flght, second, by 
food. If the war Is not won in the 
trenches, then victory will revert to 
the nation who can sustain her armies 
and maintain the struirarle- 

•'Unless we can supply food to those 
friendly nations who are fighting our 
battles for us, we mt»t Um pOMdble 
battle in America. 

"Tbe armies are spendthrifts in 
food as well as munition, and I say in 
all caimneBB there is great danger of 
a world famine." 

The whole situation »mm§ to depend 
on the United States. 

The South has never produced its 
own food since 1S60. |600,000,000 
worth of food Is imported Miwiily to 
the South. The South can remove 
this fact and in so doing allow that 
amount to be sent abroad. 

Food can be increased in two ways. 
First, stimulation of production; and 
sjBOOT^ ■aviag what wo have.

WORLD NEWS. 



Greece. 

Reports came from Greece through 
Italy last week that its King. Constan- 
tine had abdicated. It is thought that 
Greece intends to join the Allies with- 
in a fow weol<s. It may probably 
adopt a republican form of govern- 
ment, under the presidency of Veni- 
selos, its most experienced statesBum. 

Germany. 

A paper published at Dussldorff. 
Oemany, contains the startlinK an- 
nouncement that on Thursday, May 3, 
Chancellor von Bethman-Hollweg will 
make another peace offer In the Rich- 
Stag. "The world will be astonished 
by the German peace terSBS," says this 
paper, quoting in a recent dispatch 
from Berlin a statement given out to 
foreign correspondents. This an- 
nouncement is given added weight by 
the fBH^ ttat it aim appears in the 
Tageblatt one of the most Influential 
and widely circulated German news- 
papers. The latest tcl(>gram says that 
the Chancellor has postponed his 
speech. 

It is reported that in the Rhine 
Provinces, home of the great Krupp 
works, more than half of the muni- 
tion workers are on a strike in conse- 
quence of reduced rations. This sec- 
tion has been completely isolated from 
the world for at least a week to pre- 
vent inlereiation about the serious sit- 
uation leaking out. German socialists 
refused to take further responsibility 
for maintenance of order to Qeraany 
after May Day. 

Russi?. 

The Russian capital inaugurated its 
first great May Day fete without fear 
of opposition from any reactionary 
quarter. #rerytiiing passed ofr in 
perfect order, although a million per- 
sons participated in the parades. The 
weather was beautiful and numberless 
p>ocessions passed along the streets 
during the day. fk& government 
had proclaimed a general holiday and 
all the offices, stores and even the 
imtaurants were closed. 

France. 

On a front of six to eight miles east 
of the famous city of Rhelms, the 
French gained a victory after bitter 
flfhting. A considerable gain was 
m;orded over ground interlaced with 
ti-enches and bristling with machine 
gUns, offering every advantage to the 
defenders. The valor and momentum 
oif the French proved irresistible. The 
Germans were compelled to throw into 
the line another of the few remaining 
divisions of their reserves, but still 
could not stay the French progress. 
This victory may prevent future bom- 
bardment of this beautifiiL,c|ti;^<^ral 
city. '* • 

Engiland.

Whether this first over-sea army will 
be made up of regulars or National 
Guardsmen has not yet been determ- 
ined. Secretary of War is conferring 
daily with President Wilson. Two of 
the Hamburg-AmerieftB liners, which 
have been interned at Kew York have 
been turned over by the American 
government for use of the entente al- 
lies. One ship will go to France and 
the other to Italy.

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On Tuesday eveniBg, May 8, the 
Historical Pageant of Florida, which 
has been largely advertised by the Col- 
lege for Women, was given on the Col- 
lege campus. It was to have come off 
Monday evening but a heavy rain fell 
all day, making it impossible to pro- 
ceed out of doors; and as the cast in- 
cluded eight huadf«d characters, it 
was impossible to stage in any build- 
ing in Tallahassee. This occasion 
was truly a memorable one for the 
pageant traced the history of Florida 
from the days of primitive Indians to 
the present where the State and its 
citizenship have kept pace with the 
ia«rrements of the world. Besides 
the student body of the College, there 
were groups of young people from 
Live Oak, Monticello and Quincy tak- 
ing part; there were also ladles from 
the city of Tallahassee, the Leon Coun* 
ty High School and the fraiai&g 
School of the College. 

The prologue gave the fountain leg- 
end of Italic Jackson which forecast 
the superstitution of the red man as 
he roamed over the hills of this ^un> 
try before the advent of the white 
man. This scene was one of large 
proportions, for it Inchu'ed not onl: 
five leading characters, but also twen- 
ty-four Indians, many Camp Fire girls, 
and ptudonts from high schools of otk- 
er towns in this part of the State. 

Then followed seven episodes which 
portrayed all the spectacular move- 
ments in Florida history. In the 
first oi)isodf whs "The Coming of 
Ponce de Leon" where he searched 
for t^ famous fountain of youth in 
the fair wilderness of flowers. From 
the striking military aspect and the 
uniforms of the soldiers one felt the 
Spell of the old Spanish days so full 
of romance and chivalry. Episode 
two gave "The Landing of DeSoto" in 
Tampa Bay. Then followed the strug- 
gles with tlMf tlMians, and the famous 
"march to the northwest," while again 
the Spanish soldiers in glittering 
armor wound in and out of the woods 
and Aoved away to the sound of the 
war drum. 

Spisode three marked "The Coming 
of the Huguenots" in 1562 under Ribaut 
The scene lay In the sand hills of 
Matanza's Inlet, and it showed the 
mettle of the PYench soldiers against 
the Spaniards under Menendez, who 
i|||| <prdered to take the land from the 
Ffiiheh. The parley between Ribaut 
and Menendez, tho a bitter one did 
not weaken the faith of the undaunt- 
ed Huguenots, for they went bravely 
forward to rapture and death while 
singing Luther's hymn, "A mighty 
fortress is our God." 

"Echoes of the Revolution" formed 
the fourth episode which was present* 
ed in splendid style by a group of 
young people from I^ive Oak under the 
direction of Miss Ru))y McLln, a for- 
mer pupil of Miss Elder. This scene 
was laid in the Governor's garden at 
St. Augustine, while Florida was an 
English colony. True to history, the 
colony remained loyal to EV^^aml 
during the American Revolution, and 
certainly the characters in this scene 
made most admirable English officers 
and colonial dames. There too, were 
tks American patriots demanding con- 
sideration in vain; and besides these, 
were the Minorcans representing Dr. 
TumbuU's colony at New Smyrna. 

At the opening of episode five, 
Florida had again passed into the 
]b«nds of flpiia; but "Jackson takes

Then the Spanish sok 
diers marched out while a company or 
American soldiers marched in and 
took possession of Pensacola. The 
second part of episode five was a 
scene of especial local Interest In the 
founding of Tallahassee. The pion- 
eer.^ arrived, some on foot, and others 
driving ox teams. They surveyed 
the lands and proceeded to establish 
the town despite the opposition of the 
Seminole Indians. Then followed the 
merry making of the American and 
French settlers around the camp fire 
that "first night In Tallahassee," the 
Capital. A striking contrast to the 
l)aved stDtetH and brilliant lights that 
now lead up capital hill, which today 
is crowned with tho simple, yet ma* 
jestic ediffee of gray. 

Episode six represented "The Sem- 
inole War." The Indian Council was 
held; and beside the outstanding 
groups of warriors and American of- 
ficers, there were General Thompson 
and the chiefs Micanopy and Osceola. 
Other chiefs beside these played 
prominent parts. This parley of the 
American officers with the Seminoles 
presented one of the most brilliant 
and thrilling scenes of the pageant; 
for the picturesque Indians stood out

A War Rook Worth While. 

One of the few books about the 
great war that has the ring of truth 
and the note of originality is "A Stu- 
dent in Arms." This is a series of 
sketches on the life of the private 
published in The Spectator and now 
brought together In book form. The 
author, Donald Hawkey, was killed In 
action October 26, 1916. Any one who 
is interested in the war, and this 
means all of us, and who wants to see 
the soldiers with the vision of spirit- 
ual understanding, cannot do better 
than te read this book, espeeia^ l^it 
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ninmg lor inose aesinng to enier »ny uepari- 
ined to be the leadtea teachers' eoUage^la this 
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Sunday Evening Service. 

Mils Maud Schwalmeyer gave a 
feiT_iatere8ting and inspiring tallc at 
T. w. C. A. last Sunday night on the 
subject "What We Believe"— we In the 
sense of the church of Christ includ- 
ing all its various denominations and 
branches. Miss Schwalmeyer told us 
she was going to give us not creed or 
dogma but the live fundamentals la 
which every church believes. 

First and foremost of these funda- 
mentals is the belief in the divinity 
or Immaculate conception of Christ, 
Unless wo accept the fact of the im- 
maculate conception our hope in 
Christ as the Saviour of the world is 
vain. If He is not the Son of God, he 
Is no more than a great prophet. The 
second fundamental is the vicarious 
atonement, "Without shedding of blood 
there is no remission of sins." Even 
all human laws are written in blood; 
for instances, the origin of the law 
that the doors of all school huUdlngs, 
theatres, etc., siiali open outward can 
be traced to thousands of human 
bodies having been tramped to death 
before doors opening inward. Thirdly 
comes the belief In the Resurrection. 
This belief is as old as the breath of 
Adam and is found in every nation un- 
der Heaven. The fourth fundamental 
Is the gift of the Holy Spirit. This 
Is much harder to explain but, never- 
theless, vitally felt. In the words of 
Christ, "The wind bloweth where it 
listeth, and thou hearest the sound 
thereof, but canst not tell whence it 
Cometh, and whither it goeth; so is 
every one that Is born of the Spirit." 
Since the time of the crucifiction 
when the veil of the temple was rent, 
we have been able not only to see the 
altar but to kneel l)eiore it and re- 
ceive the Spirit that "iiid^-s iia into 
all truth. The last great fundamental 
Is the belief In the second Coming of 
Christ. This is dwelt in comparative- 
ly little, but Its importance may be 
seen b? the fact tliat there are one 
hundred more references or pro- 
phecies concerning the second coming 
than the first. This second coming 
will be brought to pass when the 
church has fulfilled her mission in the 
world. 

In her closing r<-marl;s Miss Schwal- 
meyer dwelt on tlic ttionuht that the 
church is a part of the body of Christ, 
and that no single denomination can 
claim any greater power of salvation 
than any other. There will be no 
«'Methodl8t," "Baptists," "Presbyter- 
ians," etc., as such in Heaven, but all 
will be rather "Followers of Christ." 
Love should Wad ui all togetiier as 
brothers.

against the dark background of pines 
on the campus, while the full May 
moon rose behind them. 

The seventh episode was called 
"The Natural Bridge." The scene was 
laid on the campus of the West Flor- 
ida Seminary in March. 1865; the 



place being the same as the scone of 
tWs pageant. The young cadets of 
the Seminary under their principal 
Caiitain Johnson, marched to Natural 
Bridge and rendered valuable assis- 
tance to the victorious Confederate 
Cavalry. This episode met with 
heartiest applauso. It included 
twelve leading characters, fourteen 
Tallahassee ladies, sixteen Seminary 
girls, and twenty-four cadets. The 
cadets marched away with flying col- 
ors, and shortly afterward a despatch 
rider galloped on the scene sliouting 
that the enemy was retreating. Part- 
ly from memories and partly from the 
present war situation, the departure 
and return of the cadets appealed most 
forcibly to the audience. Several of 
the Tallahassee ladies ^^lio took part 
have sons who have already enlisted 
in Uncle Sam's regiments of the pres- 
ent war. 

The last half of the pageant, was a 
Masque in which the Spirit of Woman- 
hood was just emerging from the 
chaos of ignorance and fear. The 
scene was In the open forest. Brute 
forces terrified the woman but she 
was guarded and protected by the 
Spirit of the Pines, Many appeals 
were made to her through the Follies 
and Vices ; through the birds, the flow- 
ers, the l)ntterflies. the winds, the fol- 
lowers of Strife, and the sprites of the 
fountain. These groups appeared in 
wonderful dances and the costumes of 
the dancers were most anistie and 
beautiful. Finally Learning, with a 
train of followers, and attended by the 
Arts and Sciences entered; then the 
woman turned to drinli of her reiresh- 
Ing cup. The Brute forces, the Fol- 
lies and Vices were thrust aside as 
Learning called out the power of the 
State in which all humanity finds re- 
fug<-. 

The final feature of the performance 
was the grand review of all the actors 
in every part of the i)ug< ant. From a 
high throne the State waved a gorge- 
ous flag of Florida, while surrounding 
ho r were numerous groups of attend- 
ants and followers. Then all the 
actors in the episodes marched l)y. — 
from the Muscogees of Lake Jackson 
came the Miko, the Passa Brewer, the 
beautiful Indian Princess and their at- 
tendants. Then came again the vision 
«r the days of the Indians, the Span- 
lards, the Huguenots, the English, the 
settlers of the Tallahassee, the terri- 
tory of Florida, the state, and the Con- 
federacy. This long train was broken 
lay g|»nl»h dfta©M, minuet, and alle- 
gretto. The conclusion of the review 
sbowed t%e military officers of Talla- 
hassee hoisting an immense American 
flag beneath which passed scores of 
Boy Scouts saluting while the audience 
of one thousand people sang "Star 
Spangled Banner." 

The individual parts of the play 
were all well taken, and well worth a 
great deal of favorable comment 
were space available. The leading 
characters followed the line of his- 
tory and legend and brought forth 
umch praise from the large audience. 
Ansa Lulu Taylor, member of the sen- 
ior class of the College, who played 
part of Passa Brewer, was most 
excellent in voice, in bearing and in 
expression of her long, difficult part. 
She held the attention of the entire 
audience and won much applause. 
With her splendid recitals, she formed 
the connecting link for the prologue 
and all the episodes. Miss Helen Far- 
rington, member of the Junior Class of 
the College was very delightful as the 
Spirit of Woman in the masque. Her 
gradual development from the chaos 
of timidity and fear to a final choice 
of Learning was beautiful. Miss 
Euth Hooker, member of the Junior 
Normal class, was very fine as leader 
of the brute forces. One of the most 
beautiful dances ever given on the 
campus— that of the fountain sprites, 
was largely the creation of Zelia Wil- 
•oft. Miss IfostlB, wlM is direotor of the 



Olee Club and one of the voice teach- 
ers ito th& College sang "The Moon 
Drops Low," in rich and mellow voice. 

The music for the occasion was fur- 
nished by the College Glee Club and 
by the College Orchestra and by Mrs. 
J. A. Edmundson of Tallahassee. Mrs. 
Edmundson was, before her marriage, 
teacher of violin at the College and 
her assistance on this occasion was 
greatly appreciated. The College Or- 
chestra is under the direction of Miss 
Marion Lee Johnson, teacher of violin. 
Both the Glee Club and the Orchestra 
contrlliuted in large degree to tiw suc- 
cess of the program. 

Not the least striking feature of the 
pageant was the immense array of 
picturesque and artistic costumes. 
While four hundred of them were rent- 
ed from, professional costumers several 
hundred were designed and made un- 
der the direction of the costume com- 
mittee, Misses Marcia Clark and 
Marie Williams of the departments of 
domestic art and fine art, and Mlss 
Isabel Davidson and Miss Roberts. 

The pageant was v,'ritten hy Thos. 
I Wood Stevens, President of the Ameri- 
|can Pageant Association, but the his- 
Itorical material was all collected and 
I prepared in manuscript form by Miss 
Caroline Mayes Brevard, teacher In 
the College. 

Yet with all the assistance of many 
poopl(\ the moving spirit of the whole 
pageant was Miss DuBols Elder, the 
I director of the departments of 
expression and physical train- 
ing at the College. She it was 
who dreamed the i)ageant, erystalized 
the thought, and went forward with 
the heavy details till it was brought to 
completion. To her and to het^H^. 
ble and efficient assistant dlWcroT, 
Miss Theodora Roberts, the accom- 
plishmoat is primarily due. They both 
worked with untiring efforts and the 
8r)lendid results do no fail to gratify 
everyone conneeteil with the occa- 
sion.

The people waved red flags and sang 
the Marseillaise, and paid the greatest 
of honors to this woman of the people.

Chili Breaks With Germany. 

A dispatch from Berlin on May 8 
states the Chilean Minister to Ger- 
many has demanded his passports and 
announced a rupture of relations be» 
twben Chile and Germany. Brazil, 
Norway, and China are now also ex- 
pected to declare a state of war with 
Germany on account of the German 
submarine activities. 



The Russian Provisional Govern- 
ment has sent to the Russian repre- 
sentative in the Entente Allied coun- 
tries a note assuring the Allies that 
the chanse in government In Russia 
cannot afford a pretext for any slack- 
ening on the jpart of Russia in the 
e&mmon struggle of the Entente Al^ 
lies. 
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An armed American line steamship, 
which arrived in New York on May 8, 
from a European port, reported that 
her gun crew fired six shots at a Ger- 
man submarine off the coast of Ire- 
land on May 2. The undersea boat 
immediately submerged, and it w&n 
impossible to determine whether any 
shots took effect.

Never have visitors to New York 
been given so tremendous a welcome 
as that received by the French war 
commission in that city. At least a 
million citizens of the metropolis 
turned out to pay homage to the great 
soldier and the great stotmiMiM «f mm 
sister republic. 

The members of the mission caugkt 
their first glimpse of Bartholdi's fam- 
ous Statue of Liberty as they crossed 
the Hwlson River on their way to 
Manhattan Island. Viviani and Joffre 
stood at the rail, the former In silence 
with his hat at his side; the soldier at 
salute. They were received by a com- 
mittee of distinguished Amolcans, la* 
eluding Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, 
president of Columbia University, Rob- 
ert Bacon, foiwer ambassador to 
France, Jules Jusserand, the French 
ambassador, city officials, and officers 
of the army and navy. Broadway was 
crowded with wildly cheering citizens. 
Joffre declared that their welcome to 
New York was the most wonderful 
they had received in America. 

On May 9, the American govern- 
ment assumed the immediate financial 
burden of Belgian relief by arranging 
to lend to tho French and Belgian 
government Jointly $75,000,000 to be 
expended by the American Belgian Re- 
lief Commission for food to go to Bel* 
gium and Northern France. Under the 
arrangement, the American commis- 
bion will bear the entire cost of sup- 
plies, thus relieving the British and 
French governments which have hith- 
erto, borne about ninety per cent, of 
it. Auiiiinistration of the relief abroad 
will be left in the hands of Spanish 
and Butch agents and of the Belgians 
and French themselves.

Reports from Washington last week 
stated that the enormous inroads on 
the world's shipping made by German | 
submarines within the last few weeks 
have brought to American government 
officials a full realization of the disas- 
ter that faces the United States and 
the Allies if the undersea warfare, is 
not checked. On May 2 Secretary 
Lane issued a statement estimating 
the loss of the week previous at loo,- 
000 tons. In 1916, the entire loss in 
tonnage due to war causes was put at 
a little more than 2,000,000 tons, or 
aliout 162,000 tons a month. At the 
present mte, the Germans are sinking 
considerably more than that each 
week. The report estimated the 
world's ship construction in 1916 at 
slightly less than 2,000,000 tons. If 
the Germans can keep up their present 
rate of destruction, officials admit 
without hesitation that the campaign 
threatens to sweep the seas.

Miss Harris, foreseeing the decrease 
in the supply of cans and realizing the 
rapid Increase In price wh ch would 
result, contracted for a carload of cans 
some time ago. Tnese are scheduled 
to be delivered next Wednesday and 
will be immediately distributed among 
the county agents. Miss Harris has 
also recently placed another order lor 
a oarload of cans, these to be delivered 



in ten days or two weeks. The 
marked rise in the price of cans is be- 
coming a serious problem in the con- 
servation of food supplies. So far a 
remedy for the situation has been par- 
tially arranged by planning the produc- 
tion of such food products as can be 
dried and do not have to be canned. 

Miss Harriet Benedict Layton who Is 
State Demonstrator and member of 
the Faculty of Extension work in 
Florida has been offered a position as 
instructor in Home Economics at 
Teachers' College, New York, for the 
summer term. 

I\Iiss Layton has studied at the 
Michigan Agricultural College and Is 
a graduate of the Piatt University at 
Broolilyn. At present she Is County 
Agent of Orange County. 

Mr. Lund of the Agricultural College 
of Texas was sent to Florida by the 
State Relation Service of the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 
Mr. Lund made a very successful trip. 
He held four meetings with the county 
agents and at these meetings he dem- 
onstrated how to can meats, especially 
fish, and game most helpful and valu- 
able suggestions on the drying of 
fruits and vigetabU s. Through Mr. 
Lund's influence, a number of counties 
have provided steam pressure canners 
which are necessary in the canning of 
meats and a great many county agents 
are teaching how to dry fruits and 
vegetables. 

As a result of Mr. Lund's work, the ' 
Extension Department is issuing two 
bulletins. One Is on the canning of 
meats and will be out next week. The 
o.her is ou the drying of vegetables. 

M very * successful demonstration 
was g^ven for the women of Quincy on 
the canning, drying and preserving of 
fruits and vegetables last Friday, May 
11. Miss Harris visited the work and 
assisted in the demonstration.

Miss Aiifc Dorsett of Branford was 
at the College for three days the first 
part of the week, taking special work 
under Miss Harris. Miss Dorsett has 
been recently appointed Emergency 
Coimty Agent in Suwaner" County .

In 
many counties organizat'ons are al- 
ready at work. The commission will 
co-operate with them, for there is but 
one purpose, that of produc ng foo l- 
stuffs for the Nation as well as the 
State.

JBUjtOPgAN Ft RING LINES. 

Bullecourt 



Around Bullecourt the Intensive 
flphting which has been poinR on for 
more than a week continues tmahatod, ' 
the Ge rmans throwint,' assault after as- \ 
sault against the British. On Tuesday I 
four of these were launched, the Ger-! 
mans losinp in all of tlmm pxcpnt the 
last, when thoir troops drove back the 
Br tish in the western portion of the 
village for a distance of about 100 i 
yards. In all the attacks the Ger-i 
man casualties woro extremely h"avv, 
in one about 250 dead and wounded i 
having been left Insid« the British i 
lines. i 
Alon? the front held by the French, 
arfill-ry actions prcvailf i thrmmliout 
Tuesday. The Germans fall?d to 
follow up their infantry attacks of 
Monday, in which, acrording to reports 
from the French war office, they suf- 
fered heavy losses. 

The Italians have assumed the of- 
fensive against the Austrlans In the 
Ison/o region along a front of nearly 
twenty-five miles. Pollowlng ex- 
tremely heavy bombardments the Ital- 
ians loosed the'r Infantry In frontal at- 
tacks and made considerable progress 
at various points, aerordin-,' to the 
Italian official comniunication. Th? 
battle is still in progress. 

Another success by the Venizelist 
troops fphtlng side by side with the 
French forces in Macedonia, is record- 
ed by Paris. Two works extending 
over fronts of more than 1,500 yards 
w^re raptured and held In the face of 
counter attacks. 

From London, May 15. "The report 
of the week's losses through subma- 
rlnfs to be Issued tomorrow will be 
the most favorable in several weeks. 
The number of ships torpedoed is 
well below the average, while the 
number of ships escaping attack is 
very large. 

Those in touch with the anti-sub- 
marine campaign also are very cheer- 
ful over the results of actual attacks 
on submarines which have been 
pushed wi h the utmost vigor during 
the fine weath( r of the last fortnight. 
This has been particularly favorable to 
a'rplane activity. According to one 
report, more submarines have been 
sunk in the last week than in the 
month previous.

TOJALUIHASSEE 

(From ThB Port Lauderdale Herald) 

A very Interesting trip was made 
week before last by W. C. Kyle. G. 0. 
Mathews, W. O. BerryhiU and C. P. 
Wefldlng In Mr. Kyle'i Cadillac Bight. 

The party left here on a Tuesday 
late in the afternoon and arrived at 
Melbourne at midnight where they 
stopped for the night at the Brown 
hotel. The next day they started 
out at 7 a. m. and made Gainesville by 
7 p. m., where another night was spent. 
They reached Gainesville by going to 
Davtona and then crossing over to 
Paiatka and from there to Gainesville. 

The East Coast roads wen- in Kood 
shape except the two detours In Palm 
Beach county. Prom Daytona to Pa- 
liitl<a they had hrirk most of the way. 
but from Paiatka to Gainesville it was 
rather bad. Alauchua county certainly 
should bond for roads. 

The next morning the party started 
at 7 a. m. for Tallahassee arriving 
there at 3:30 p. m. and coming 
through some of the worst roads on 
the trip. Putnam and Madison ought 
to get in the swim and bond for roads. 
Suwanee county is also in bad shape. 
Between Gainesville and Tallahassee 
the party passed through the old and 
Interestius towns of Lake City, Madi- 
son, Montlcello. The roads in Loon 
county of which Tallahassee is the 
county seat are fine and should be 
commended. They are bedded up and 
covered with red clay. 

The country around the capital with 
its many red hills and fine farms were 
much admired by all in the party. 
Many legislators have their autos 
With them in Tallahassee and are en- 
joying to the fullest extent the many 
fine drives around the city. The cit- 
izens of Tallahassee were very cor- 
dial, many of them being acquainted 
with Mr. Berryhill who at one time 
lived among them. Mr. Berryhill 
says that "most generally they treat 
you that way." 

After a pleasant stay of a week, the 
party started home and made Ocala 
in one day 200 miles away and 
through many bad roads. In the even- 
ing the party spent a few hours at 
the home of Mrs. A. J. Beak's sister, 
Mrs. Sistrunk. Mr. and Mrs. Beck 
were both visiting here at the time. 

The next day the party carae from 
Ocala to Fort Lauderdale, a distance 
of over 300 miles. They started from 
Ocala at 7:30 a. m. going through 
Leesliurg, Eustls, Mt. Dora, Sanford. 
Titusville and then down the East 
Coast arriving at Palm Beach at 7 
p .m for supper and home at 10:30 
p. m., Mr. Kyle and Mr. Wellding al- 
ternating at the wheel. 

The trip was a most interesting one. 
No one knows what Florida really is 
until he takes a trip through the state 
by auto when he sees the groves and 
the fields and the cattle in great pro- 
fusion. The groves in the northern 



portion were Mly hurt. Near Or- 
lando and Sanford the fruit was froz- 
en but the trees not hurt very much. 
On the East Coast but very little fruit 
was frozen and the southern part, 
neither fruit or trees were damaged. 

..^any beans are being raised In Cen- 
tral Florida but the tomatoes do not 
look well. Leon and Marlon counties 
looked like the best farming sections. 

Marlon, Orange and Lake counties 
deserve much praise for their splen- 
did roads.

INCREASE THE FOOD 
PEODUOTION. 

Washtagtion, D. C , May 31.— Seed to 
idant an acre of Irish potatoes cost 
I about $40 this spring. Seed sweet 
I potatoes will not cost more than |4 per 
' acre where vine cuttings taken from 
early-set plants are used. The yie"d 
of Hwei t potatoes per acre is usual. y 
greater than that of Irish potatoes and 
as a food they are as nutritious. Sweet 
potatoes mny ];o grown throughout the 
Southern States and. of course, in ce-- 
taiu other sections. Specialists in tlie 
U. S. Department of Agriculture ate 
urging an Increased acreage of this 
crop wherever it can bo easily prowi. 

Sweet potatoes, it is pointed out, 
are the South's chief instrument for a 
quick and effective increese of the 
food suj)ply. Seed is plentiful; last 
year's crop was the second largest 
ever produced. By means of vine 
cuttings it is possible to plant almost 
'inlimlted areas of this crop and at the 
same time conserve the present sup- 
ply. That is, a farmer who wishes to 
plant 10 acres will bed seed enough — 
say S to 10 bushels— to get slips for 
one acre. Vine cuttings from this 
acre would plant many more acres, 
l^aitings being possible until the first 
of August in the lower South. This 
system, now widely used in the South, 
enables the utilization of land from 
which early potatoes, cabbage, and 
other truck crops have been taken. 

Sweet potatoes are not expensive to 
grow. The main limiting factor to 
the production of vast quantities by 
this plan is labor. Yields from fields 
set with vine cuttings are as large as 
from i)lants grown from slips. This 
method has the further advantage of 
preventing the transfer of diseases 
whir h are carried on the tubers. 

The South doesn't need to learn how 
to KTow sweet potatoes, the specialists 
point out. Farmers know how to pro- 
duce large yields of this crop. But 
the fanner must i)o impressed with 
the necessity of increasing his acreage 
of this crop, and then, when harvest 
comes, to prevent the enormous loss 
from improper handling and storing. 
The best way to keep sweet potatoes 
is to store them in well-ventilated 
storage houses, not "dugouts." Storagje 
houses should be made ready as soon 
as possible. In Farmers' Bulletin 548, 
"Storing and Marketing Sweet Pota- 
toes," instruction for building such 



HOW YOU CAM Mtr ttfllVt YOUfI 
COUNTRY NOW. 

The most valuable service that 
those unable to enlist themselves can 
perform for their country at the pres- 
ent time Is to get men enlisted in the 
Navy. While it is important to ^t 
men for other branches of the service, 
the need of the Navy for enlisted men 
is immediate. Owing to the shortage 
of officers and men of the regular 
Navy, it is a physical impossibility for 
the Navy to recruit the men needed 
with the requisite speed. It is impos- 
sible for the Navy Department to fur- 
nish recruiting literature, posters, 
pamphlets, etc., fast enough. It is 
therefore necessary that thousands of 
patriotic people, both men and women, 
who wish to help their country at the 
present time, take steps to Obtain men 
for the Navy. 

Doctors can render valuable ser- 
vice by volunteering to conduct pre- 
liminary examinations at the home of 
the api)lieant. 

The following plan is suggested for 
any given locality: 

i. Form a committee having rep- 
resentatives from all the towns and 
villages in the district selected. 

2. This committee collect funds. 

3. Obtain samples of recruiting pos- 
t MS, literature, etc., from the nearest 
recruiting office and have these 
printed. 

Obtain automobiles and enough per- 
sons to form recruiting parties, includ- 
ing women, the automobiles to be used 
to hunt recruits and transport them to 
the doctors to be examined. (Doctors 
Hfill be furnished pamphlets showing 
physical requirements for recruits of 
tlie Navy). 

5. Send applicants passing the phy- 
sical examination to the nearest Navy 
Rjcruiting Station. Provision should 
b< made for return of aplicant to bis 
h«me in case he does not t^ss exam* 
imtion at Recruiting Station. 

6. It is suggested that committee 
include i)ostmaster, principals and 
teachers of high schools, Y. M. C. A. 
rqiresentatives and doctors. 

7. An applicant between 17 and 18 
should procure an aftidavit from his 
parents or guardian, consenting to his 
eiiisting in the Navy to serve until 21, 
aid stating the date and place of 
bilh. An applica.it over eighteen 
sh»uld present evidence of the place 
anJ date of his birth. 

Georgia and Florida are asked to 
furnish COO men at once to fill the 
qu)ta asked for by the President. 
Everyone should begin recruiting for 
th< Navy, for the need of the men is 
urfont.

collcLre girls in all sorts of Jobs for the 
last seven years. 

It Is of interest to ktibw what her 
experience has found. 

She says: 

"College girls have just the same 
problem to face that college nu'n 
hare. They aren't good for much the 
first two years, f|uile hopeless in fact, 
but after that they are. nuich more 
valuable than another person with 
similar ability and non-college ti»^> 
ing. 

"What is it then that the college 
does give the girl which makes her 
potentially efficient? First, and possl- 
bly nu»st Important In an age so high- 
ly socialized. It gives her ability to do 
teamwork. This strongly developed 
quality is one of her ixmt valuable 
assets. 

"Because of her laboratory and 
library training, she also possesses In 
a high degree the power to db her 
own thinking. She hos also, though 
this statement will tolerate modifica- 
tion, th« beginnings of a well trained 
mind.

Fellow Citizens: 

Pardon the political beginning 
of this letter, but we had to sjiy 
"fellow citizens" because we must 
now use a term comprehensive 
enough to include both sexes, 
since we have begun to place 
women on school boards. 

Last Summer the School of Ed- 
ucation at the Florida State Col- 
lege in Tallahassee began two 
things with a view to increasing 
the co-operation and helpfulness 
between the College on tlie one 
hand and the various county and 
community administrative educa- 
ti<mal othcers on the other hand. 
In the tirst place we began the 
good custom of offering dnring 
the Summer School a Short 
Course in County and Commuitlty 
Sclroal AdiiiiiMKlration, and io the 
second place we began to build a 
permanent exhibit of school furni- 
ture and appliances. 

These two things proved of 
very great Iw^ictit to those attend- 
ing and to the college itself. In- 
d^, the college feels that it is 
but an incident in process of re- 
ciprocal relations between those 
on the battle line of ('dncation in 
the county communities an<l those 
on the battle line of education in 
the State College communities. 

Our ])ur]M)se is twofold: tO help 
and to Ik' helped. 

This School Administration 
Short Course will b© held during 
the week l)eginBiBff July ^0, mi. 
The State Superintendent has 
been kind enough to ask us to say 
for him that for the convenience 
of those County Superintendents 
attending the Short Coarse he 
will not require their annual re 
ports to be sent in until about 
September 1, 191t. Dnring the 
Short Course, Supt. Sheats will 
deliver a series of lectures to the 
County SuiK'rintendeiits on the 
projter way to get up all the de- 
tails of the annual r^rt. This 
will be very helpful to new and 
old officers alike.

In this period, when the cost of 
living is rising so rapidly, the 
teacher is at a greater disadvan- 
tage than almost any other mem- 
ber of the community. The trades- 
man gets higher prices and sells 
more goods ; the .lawyer and the 
doctor may increase their fees 
and enlarge their jjractice: the 
manual laborer is receiving high- 
er wages for less work; but in 
many eases the pay of the t(>aclier 
remains where it was fixed ten or 
even twenty tive years ago. His 
case excites no dee;) pity, because 
his .f500 or 11,500 is enough to 
keep soul and body together. The 
ditlicnlly of bis situation, how- 
ever, is that in order to discharge 
his duties properly and render 
the most elficient service, he must 
Imy books, pictures and other in- 
struments of culture; and he 
must occupy a fairly prominent 
social position, must entertain 
and be entertained. On the in- 
come of a mechanic he must live 
like a professional man who earns 
three or four times as much. He 
must vie with the ill-paid clergy- 
man in keeping up a})pearances. 
It is the wretdiedness of the 
money return that keeps men of 
energy and resource from taking 
up teaching. However attractive 
tlie work itself may be, a man 
will turn elsewhere in order to 
get enough for the ordinary com- 
forts of life. If something is not 
done to im])rove the condition of 
tcjicliers of all grades, ffom pri- 
mary school to university, the 
profession will become the last 



"In the years of my ministry I 
have had dealings with many news- 
paper editors and reporters and aever 
has one vlolftt«d my coaSdeaoe, nor-' 
do I expect one to dO so." 

This complimentary reference to thj 
members of the press was made yes- 
terday by Bishop Cameron Mann @f 
the South Florida diocese of the Epis- 
copal Church, who has been a minister 
for forty years or more and whose 
varied experiences have given him an 
Opportunity to make a thorough study 
of men who write for and edit the 
newspapers of this country. 

No man who is worthy of a posi- 
tion on a reputable newspaper will 
violate a confidence under any oir- 
oumstances, and tibOM who do occa- 
Bionally are scorned and avoided. The 
habit of keeping secrets that have 
been told in confidence grows upon 
the reporter and editor as the fmm 
pass, and it Is so fixed that the big- 
gest men in politics and finance do 

not hesitate to give them advance in' 
fomatlOB on subjects of the gravest 
importance. Washington correspond- 
ents undoubtedly Itnow more of in- 
ternational affairs than do the mem- 
bers Of Congress, for the powers that 
be in the National Goverament know 
full well that they can depend upon 
their sense of honor and reveal im- 
potaut facts to them us casually as 
the average man makes a remark to 
a bosom friend. 

If the real newspaper man wasn't 
a champion of the square deal he 
wouldn't be in the newspaper game, 
which Is an unproductive one from a 
financial point of view. He Is born, 
not made, and but for this fact he 
would be engaged in some business 
that produces the lucre in greater 
volume. 

The being who is held In greatest 

contempt by the real newspaper man 
is the intellectual pervert who runs a 
newspaper wholly for the money, and 
who should be dealing in junk or In 
8econ4-hand clothes. There are some 
men of this type, and Florida Is not 
entirely free from them. 

If the newspaper man lied as often 
as he is lied to, he would be the busi- 
est liar of ^^r^tton. Be Utal^ many 
mistakes, but most of these are due to 
over-zealousness or the willful hand- 
ipg out of misinformation. And when 
he la Informed of a mistake he Is al- 
ways glad to make amends. 

Moral: Play fair, and you'll get all 
that is coming to you from the men 
who write for the papers In your own 
home town. Refuse to play fair — ftnd 
—well, leam t^c ii sson yourself.

closely did the jewel become associ- 
ated with the grape that men came to 
li^Ueve that the aaeOrst itself pos- 
siMed peculiar powers which guarded 
aiidnst intoxication. Consequently, it 
^deame a popular custom to out drink- 
ing cniKi from the stone, aad .irons 
these, it was thought, might be dmnk 
any amount of wine wit^irt tba OStttf 
unhappy results." 

Another stone whose origin, aeeord- 
ing to the ancients, was quite as pic- 
turesque as that (A the amethyst, is 
the onyx or "Hagsf nail" stone. Ac- 
cprding to the legend of the Greeks, 
Venus .was sleeping on the banks of 
tk% mm, W« day when Cupid canw 
along and in a playful mood cut off 
her finger nails by shooting at them 
with his arrows. The clippings, fall- 
ing into the water, became onyx. 

Perhaps the most interesting onyx 
in the world today is the "Black 
Stone" of the Kaaba at Mecca. An 
interesting stery has been built about 
the stoiie to tiie effect that it was 
originally the Guardian Angel, but fall- 
ing in its duty of watching over Adam 
in Paradise, fell to earth. Itoch 
scores of pilgrims worship at its shme 
in the belief that at the resurrection it 
Will appear in angelic form and intei^ 
c4de for fhaa.f

Qpming Promises Best Year 
in Her History 

With nil t-nrdHuu'iit of almost five 
hundred students, the Florida State 
College for Women on Wednesday 
morning began its twelfth session. 
Work could not have been begun 
under mere auspicious circumstances; 
the very atmosphere of the beautiful 
campus seemed to invite the daugh- 
ters of the State to high purposes in 
t^iiGl]* work, 

Tbe people of Tallahassee, together 
with mothers and fathers from distant 
parts of the State, filled the big audi- 
torium.

A FATHER'S LETTER TO HIS 
INLItTCe ^N. 



(From the Southern Churchman.) 



My Dear Son : I thank God from the 
depths of my heart that you have felt 
foil's eall and humanlty'g call, and 
your country's call, and expect to go 
to France to help beat down the sav 
age foe of civilization. I send you 
forth as a good soldier of Jesus Christ. 
I well know that some good people 
think it is wrong to engage in any war. 
But I have never neard that these peo- 
ple clamored for the removal of the 
police. They want well ordered and 
protected communities to dwell in, 
and they know that criminals have to 
be restrained. You and 1 think about 
war what the Bible teaches us. In 
Joel 3:8 you find this: ' Proclaim ye 
this among the nations: Sanctify war 
(not "prepare" it. The Hebrew "nas 
the same word used of siuictifyin'j: the 
■eventh day; sanctifying the first-born, 
etc.) Beat your plowshares Into 
swords and your pruning: books into 
spears." And so, with a rejoicing 
heart your earthly father sends you 
forth to do the biddinp of your heaven- 
ly Father. Play your part like a 
noble, true, God-fearing man. Toe 
Work has to he done; it is a great 
work for humanity and for civilization. 
They are threattMicd with ovi^ithrow 
at the hands of a savage, merciless, 
brutal foe: a foe that tramples under 
foot all honor, all sacred jd'^ili^es. all 
feelings of humanity, all resi)ect for 
childhood or womanhood. So far from 
being sorry for you to fjo to France, 
you and I humbly taank God that as 
yet the broad Atlantic rolls l)t«tw< en 
that foe and this country. Go to 
France -heroic, suffering, bleeding, 
uncomplaining France — and do what 
you can to rescue her and Belgium 
and Armenia and other eonntries. You 
know that I have tried to train tou to 
be true to God And to four fellowmen 
In every relation of life, and also to be 
rciidy to carry more th:in your i>art of 
the load, because that nu aiis sacrifice; 
»nd we cannot follow in Christ's foot- 
steps unless we do make sacrifices. 
We ought to lay down our lives for 
the brethren. Do you not hear the 
agonizing cry of your brethren from 
across the sea? Does not the anguish 
of the Armenians stir every generous 
emotion in you? Are they to be left 
to the cruelties of the fiendish Turks, 
that great assassin nation, who could 
not i»raclice their unspeakable atrocl- 
lleB mi d#rlltry unless they were up- 
held by Germany? 

If you did not feel these things, or 
if you felt them and yet were wlllint: 
to play the lagPfird. and to leave the 
needful and noble work to be done by 
iHhers, I should mourn exceedingly,, 
because I tried to rear my boy to be 
a man ready to spring forward to dif- 
ficult. disaRreeahle, daimerous tasks, 
if God calls you to them, and I de- 
voutly thank Him that you have heard 
His call in this matter and are willing 
to lay down your life, if need be, to 
help save the world from becoming a 
prey to ferocity and brutalized, deified 
might. Ptght hard, my dear son, and 
if you find a grave in France I will 
still thank God that I liad such a son 
to send, and shall exp»et to be con- 
gratulated; whereas, if you were a 
Blacker In these times that are testing 
men's souls, I should feel like hanging 
my head in deep humiliation.. 

You remember our neighbor, Mrs. 
•— — how she was bereaved a year 
ago of the oldest of her two sons, a 
promising lad at school. You know 
of the heartbreak there, and her pro- 
longed ill health. And yet she en- 
couraged her husband to enlist for 
the war, though ho is beyond the age 
at which he could be drafted, and 
though he leaves her and the remain- 
ing lad and a lucrative business in 
order to do so. And I saw her at the 
railroad station wave a good-bye, her 
face smiling, though it was easy to 
guess what was in her heart. Thank 
Ood that we have some such heroic 



women. With enough of that sort 
God will yet save the world from Ger- 
many's cruel, brutal and lustful 
clutch. If that army were ever to 
land on these shores, I should thank 
God most devoutly if I could see your 
mother's body lowered into the grave 
befoie their polluting touch could 
reach her. 

So go forth, my boy, and may God 
richly bless you!

Dr. Caluoun came to Tallahassee in 
VMK* and retaiiuMl his position with the 
('olleyc twelve consecutive years. The 
news of his death will be learned with 
rejrret by his many friends and old 
pupils throughout the State.

Death As An AdventiHie 



(Louisville Courier-Journal.) 
We do not experience birth. Life 
and death are the only experiences. 
Inasmuch as we are not at all able to 
foresee the further events of life, al- 
though we may speculate upon them 
to our hearts' content, there are 
p0tltf of similarity between the two 
experiences which are vouchsafed to 
men. Neither is known by any human 
being as a completed experience. At 
the moment of death unconsciousness 
supervenes. Neither the ending of 
life nor the initial stage of death 
comes to us, we may Imagine, quite 
clearly. If consciousness of person- 
ality survives we may perhaps awake 
from the sleep of deutn as from the 
dreamless state of suspende con- 
sciousness that is induced by an 
anaesthetic. The experiences of life, 
even If one dies at the ago of 100, 
must end a little this side of the last 
milestone. The experience of death 
begins none knows where. 

Speculating upon death as an ad- ] 
venture, Robert W. McKenna, M. D., a j 
British physician, in a bool< recently 
published, finds that fear of death 
rarely Is experienced as the moment 
of dissolution approaches, in the case 
of a patient who is dying in bed, and 
that in the excitement of battle dis- 
turbing thouffnts of death are rarely 
experienced save by men undergoing j 
tti«lr baptism of Are. A sense of duty, \ 
the love of friends, the maternal in- 
stinct and many other emotions, says 
the author of "The Adventure of 
Death," shove roughly to the wall the 
fear of the end of life m4 the mys- 
teries that lie beyond. 

Dr. Osier's Investigation. 
Dr. Osier is quoted as having found 
by mmtMUig the record of 500 death- 
beds that only two p'^rsons manifested 
actual terror of death at its near ap- 
proach; that less than 100 suffered 
pain or distress, and that to a major- 
ity their death was a "sleep and a 
forgetting." like their birth. 

Speaking ot his own experience as 
an observer, Dr. McKenna says: 

"It falls to thQ lost of most doctors 
to see much of death, and I have 
watched by the bedside of the dying 
of many classes and of all ages. I 
have seen the little silken thread on 
which a child's life hung— a life so 
far as one could tell of infinite poten- 
tialities for good— snap suddenly, leav- 
ing only a terrible sen.so of the mys- 
tery and inscrutableness of it all; and 
I have fought with death and lost the 
battle over the beds of youns men 
and women in the first flush of nia- 
turity; I have seen strong men and 
women cut down in their prime; I 
have watched the old totter down the 
slope into tlie twlllKlit ami at tlie end 
fall asleep like children; and 1 say it 
with a due sense of the importance of 
the statement, that my experience has 
been that however much men and 
women may, when In the full vigor of 
health, fear death, yet when their hour 
approaches the fear is almost in- 
vaHibly lulled Into quietness and they 
face the end mWx calmness and a 
serene mind." 

Tht Soul Afttr Dtcth. 
Dr. McKenna cannot bdleve In noth- 
ingness after death. The Immortality 
of the soul, and the survival of per- 
sonality, are ammg his inevitable be- 
liefs. *^mt the soul exists as a per- 
sonality and does not change into 
some lower fiwm of energy, to be 
blown upon by every vagrant breeze 
which frolics between the stars," he 
finds easier to believe than that death 
Is no more than eternal rest for a 
warled body and eternal non-existence 
for the unwearying soul, whose im- 
|»tl^nce with the Idea of extinguish- 
ment is well expressed In a quotation 
from a letter of Prof. Huxley, In 1883, 
to John Morley, In which he said: 

"It flashes across me with a sort of 
horror that In 1900 I shall prohaMy 
know no more of what is going on 
than I did in 1800." 

Having once picked up the tremen- 
dously interesting thread of the life of 
mankind, the story of the world, the 



soul, or mind, of a man of vision, re- 
volts less at the thought of death as 
the possible end of participation in, 
and consciousness of the forward 
marches, the struggles, tibe reverses, 
the recoveries, the further emprise of 
mankind. Dr. McKenna would share 
the "sort of horror" which Professor 
Huxley felt at the thought of the pos- 
sibility of death as the termination of 
l)ersonalIty, but that he feels an In- 
evitable consolatory conviction that 
the soul, and personality, will survive 
the adventure. 

ftaerifleet at Death. 

It is safe to assume that when any 
^'motion inar.s the end of life It is more 
often sorrow at giving up the activi- 
ties, the friendships, the nearer ties of 
life, and one's Interest In events, than 
a mere animal terror of the end, a 
poor comparison, by the way, since no 
animal save a sheep seems to have 
any premonition of death, and what 
is mistaken for Its fear of death when 
a sheep is led to slaughter is per'naps 
no more than fright caused by being 
handled In an unusual manner. 

Dying in isolation. 

It is not conceivable that a man 
dyiuK on a desert Isle from which he 
had no hope of escaping and returning 
to this world, and, without belief In 
immortality, would preatly fear or 
greatly dislike death. He would per- 
haps die as peacefully as a man sur- 
rounded by members of nis family, but 
brought too low by illness to have a 
continuing grip upon the interests the^ 
dominated his life in health. Neither 
man, if both cherished even a faint 
l^pe of Immortality, could in health 
contemplate with complacency the 
thought of the non-survival of person- 
ality. Both must desire a conscious- 
ness bridging the incident of death 
and grasping the former life. Both 
could apree with Professor Huxley's 
statement to Morley that he would 
prefer hell, "at any rate in one of the 
upper circics where fne climate and 
company are not too trying," to lethe 
everlasting. 

Surely an indomitable conviction 
that personality survives, not to play 
the mountebank In response to the 
spiritualistic medium's evocation, but 
to live In a larger world, yet one dis- 
connected wholly from this one. robs 
death of terrors greater to the active 
mind than the mere fear of locked 
lips, closed eyes and a stilled heart. 
To those who share tnat conviction 
death Is indeed an adventure and dis- 
solution an experience by no means 
fearful to any one to whom death does 
not "come suddenly" within the raeaa- 
Inp of the Tetany.

The War Abroad. 

The strongest air attack yet at- 
tempted on London and the coast 
towns by the Germans was carried out 
on the night of October 1 by four 
groups of hostile airplanes. The air- 
planes crossed the Essex coast early 
in the evening and proceeded toward 
London. Too fire from the defending 
guns was longer and louder than ever 
before. However, several airplanes 
penetrated the defenses and dropped 
bombs on the city. The battle lasted 
uninterruptedly for two and a half 
hours. Ten persons were killed and 
thirty-eight injured in this raid. 



reorganization is necessitated hy the 
condition of the present war and re- 
quiri-s laruMT re,a;iments and cert;'.!!-, 
machine-gun and other units not 
typical heretofore. Some misunder- 
standing of tho icor^'anization has 
arisen, but its purpose and military 
necessity are being explained and the 
division commanders are working to 
preserve the local associations and 
historic memories of these State 
farces." 



This week's official reports state 
that the new British advance in the 
Ypres salient now definitely threatens 
the encmy s line of communications to 
the Belgian coast. 

The Ostend-Lille railway, which In a 
large measure feeds the German naval 
base at Ostend at Zeehrtigge. the lat- 
ter the home i)ort of the German sub- 
marine fleets, now comes within the 
range of the Are of the British gtms. 

Th(^ British forces in Mesopotamia 
captured the town of Ramadie, made 
)}rliKmers of nearly four thousand 
Turks, and captured large numbers of 
guns and quantities of war stores. 



The Russians are keeping up their 
offensive at Riga and on Tuesday ad- 
vanced a mile in that region. 



Large quantities of explosives have 
been dro])ped l)y French airmen on 
Stuttgart, Frankfurt-on-Main, Coblenz 
and Treves, and Bfitish and French 
aviators have effectively bombed sev- 
eral railway stations, airdomes, muni- 
tion depots and military encampments. 



The United States. 

The official report from Washington 
for this week contains the following: 

••The mobillzatlOQ of the National 
Guard in their camps is proceeding 
rapidly and the formation of reorgan- 
ized divisions is taking place. This 



Th»' assembling of the national army 
in the cantonments has gone pn with 
smoothness and success. Equipment 
difTicnlfios are not serious and are 
being raiddly (overcome. The most 
obvious shortage is in rifles, but ade- 
qimte supply for all purposes will soon 
be at hand and no delay in training re- 
suits fritWB the ahortage. All overseas 
forces are of course adequately 
equipped. 



The great Liberty Loan drive started 
on October 1 throughout the country. 
Telegrams from every section of the 
treasury indicated tremendous entliu- 
slasm on the part of thotisanrts ot 
workers. A three-billlon-dollar mini- 
mum has been set as the goal of the 
four- weeks' campaign. Wednesday's 
otTering of certificates brings the total 
up to 11,250,000,000. more than forty 
per cent of the niiiiiinnm.

WORLD NEWS 



The War. 

Germany's military strength now 
shows a clear decrease for the first 
time since the war began, according 
to a review based upon data of the 
French general staff. The statement 
says that the Germans, worn down 
and driven back by the Incessant 
ponndini,' of tTie allies in the west, 
have made their supreme military 
effort after drawing heavily upon their 
inactive armies in the east and calling 
out a large i^art of iheir remrfB. 
Thus, while the allies are prepared to 
maintain their full strength ^aile 
awaiting the coming of A»er«»a 
great army, the enemy's resources are 
diminishing at the very time when the 
milltery situation demands that they 
Increase. 

On Tuesday the great light In 
Flanders was renew. d simultaneously 
by the Brltlsa and French armies. The 
French advanced over a front of more 
than a mile and a half and penetrated 
the German line to a depth of one and 
a quarter miles before nlRhtfall. In 
this advance two villages, numerous 
block-houses and several hundred Ger- 
mans were captured. 

There is still considerable Infantry 
and artillery activity between the Rus- 
sians and Germans in the Riga sector 
of the Russian front. Reciprocal bom- 
bardments ar(> in progress between 
the Italians and Austrlans, and be- 
tween the entente forces and the Teu- 
tonic allies In Macedonia. 



der-In-chlef of the American forces in 
France, and General T. H. Bliss, chief 
of staff of the United States arm 
The only four officers of the United 
States army who have ever held this 
rank are General Washington. C.en- 
eral V. S. Grant. General Sherman 
and General I'hllip Sheridan.

The food administration 
announced tonight that within a few 
days President Wilson will issue an 
exeeutlve order requiring that manu- 
facturers and distributors of ^ottt 
twenty staple foods operate under 
license restrictions designed to pre- 
vent unreasonable profits and to atop 
ipecttlatloQ and hoarding.

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Ohristmas packets for the soldiers 
and sailors are being prepared, and 
will be shipped through the American 
Red Gross to tne men serving "Some- 
where In France," and will be dis- 
tributed to them on Christmas day. 

While anoonaGement vraM madesos^ 
time ago that all Chrintmi j^dkets 
flinst t» sMpped not later than October 
is, the time is being exteaded. All 
completed packets now on hand will 
be packed for an early shipment. An- 
nouncement will be made in a day or 
tw^ of the exact date on which ib» 
final shipments may be made. 

Large boxes will be packed for the 
■avy and others for the army. 

Below are the suggestions issued by 
the Woman's Bureau of the American 
Bed Gross: 

SUGGESTIONS FOR GHltftf^AS 
PACKETS. 

1. Nothing should go in them which 
will not keep fresh from the time of 
packing until Christmas. 

2. Dried fruits and other food 
products should be packed in small tin 
or wooden boxes, one-quarter to one- 
half pound size. 

3. Hard candy, Including choco- 
late, would probably be safe in tin 
toil or heavy cardboard, but no soft 
^ocolates nor anythlncr that. rt>uld 
possibly be crushed sliould be used, as 
the other contents of the package 
might be spoiled thereby. 

4. Several dainties packed in ob- 
%mg tin Itoxes oaoli holding! a qunrtor 
of a pound will provide a better variety 
tor a fOiCket than a larger quantity of 
a single confertlon. 

R. No liquids nor articles packed in 
glass should be placed In the package. 

6. For wrapping the gifts use a 
khaki colored handkerchief, twenty- 
levm iBClies square, and form the ha^c 
of the packet by placing on the center 
of the handkerchief a piid of wrltlnf 
paper about seven by ten inchpf. 

7. Select a variety of articles either 
from the Ruggested list (or according 
to individual wislies), to an amount 
aot exceeding $1.50 and arrange them 
m the pad of paper .so that the entire 
package shall he the width of the pad 
and approximately five or fd« Incfeea 
high. 

8. Wrap and tie with one-inch red 
ribbon and place a Chrlstnite cafd tin 

dor the bow of rlt)l)on. A card hoar 
Ing the greetings of the chapter wonld 

9. Wrap the parcel again In heavy, 
light brown raanllla paper and tie se- 
curely with red, green or gilt cord, and 
use Christmas labels or American flags 
as desired, 

T.ist of articles suggested for Christ 
mas packets: 

Khaki colored handkerchief, twenty- 
seven Inches square, for container. 

Writing pad, al)oiit seven by ten 
inehes, envelopes, ponril, pinstals. book 
(in paper covers), scrapbook, home- 
made, containing a good short itory, 
some jokes, etc. 

Electric torch, compass, playing cards, 
other games, tobacco, cigarette papers, 
pipe and pipe rlennrrs. water-tight 
match box, chewing gum, fruit rake, 
sweet chocolate biscuits, fruited crack- 
ers, salted nuts, prunes, figs, knife, 
such as Boy Scouts use, mirror, steel, 
ncoktios. handkerchiefs, khaki colored, 
mouth organ, preserved ginger. 

Red Cross checkerboard (this is t 
combination set of checker board»i 
checkers, chessmen and dominoes, made 
of heavy cardboard especially for thp 
Red Cross, and can be purchased after 
October 15 for B cents apiece. 

Chocolate in tin foil, licorice, dato^. 
raisins, hard candy, katrh the kaiser 
(pus6«le), mechanical puzzle (an as- 
sorted lot of twelve small mechanical 
puzzles can be bought at the rate bf 
tWiAve Ibr 80 cents.

Official orders increasing the post- 
age rate on letters to three cents and 
postal cards to two cents, effective 
November 2, have been received by 
the local postoftice. Tne Increase in 
postage is one of the new war taxes 
and affects tobacco, etgars, liquors, 
etc. The rate for city distribution re- 
mains at the present rate, while the 
outside service is Increased one i^nt. 
Following Is the official order: 
Office of the Third Assistant Post- 
master General, Washi»g^^ October 
3, 1917. 

Pursuant to tiie foregoing amended 
regulations, postmasters shall, on and 
after November 2, 1917, see that post- 
age is paid at the rate of three oents 

an ounce or fraction t'nereof on let- 
;er8 and other first-class matter ex- 
cept drop letters. All drop letters, 
tliaf is, letters mailed for delivery 
from the office at which posted, in- 
cludiag those for delivery by city, 
rural or other carriers from such 
office, are required to have postage 
paid on them at the rate of two j 
cents an ounce or fraction thereof. 
Postal cards are required to be pre- 
paid two cents, and, therefore, the 
one-cent postal cards must have a 
one-cent ^ti^e stamp a£Hxed to 
tnom In addition to the one-cent 
stami) impressed on such cards. Post 
cards (private mailing cards) bear- 
ing written messages must have two 
cents postage prepaid on them. Post- 
masters at officos of address shall be 
careful to rate up with the proper 
amount of postage dm all mall reach- 
iniX thoir office wltlh the postage in- 
sufficiontly paid.

Wednesday afternoon, proclaimed 
by the President of the country and 

the Governor of the State as half holi- 
day for the Liberty Loan was most 
fittingly observed in Tallahassee. 

The meeting held in the school 
house auditorium was not in any sense 
a mere observance; both speakers and 
audience realized deeply the import- 
ance of the occasion and the patriotic 
feeling was strong. 

The College attended in a body, 
marchin;; two by two. the line reaching 
from the gat(^s to the Annex (fthoitt 
an eighth of a mile). 

Mayor Lowry carrying the big Col- 
lege iiag and Dr. Conradl, President 
of the C'ollefre led tJie march, the 
Seniors in cups and gorwns coming 
next. It was a good sight, this long 
line of College girls marching under 
the Stars and Stripes through the 
town tn the call of their country. 

The talk made by the Hon. Fred T. 
Myers on the Liberty Loan explained 
clearly the purpose and nature of the 
loan. He even went into detail show* 
ing bonds of the first issue and this 
one to make perfectly plain to his 
audience the matters of interest on 
bonds and selling bonds. 

Mr. Myers showed the privileges of 
Investing in these bonds, first of 
service to the country, second of a 
safe investment convertible at any 
time into cash. He i»lnted oat U|at 
though the loan would undonbfeilisrlNr' 
raised if not a dollar were subscribed 
tram TaHahaasee, the people of the 
town would have lost the greatest op- 
portunity of helping their country and 
of upholding Liberty.

They all showed the heartiest sup- 
port of the 8i>eaker8 for the loan and 
intense feeling in the war. 

A stranger from Chicago addressed 
the chair, one of those, he said of 
himself, who had the misfortune to 
be born too soon and could not fight. 
He asked to subscribe at once as he 
was leaving immediately. 

The music for the meeting was 
given by the members of the faculty 
of the Music School of the College, 
Miss Gertrude Isidor. violinist. Miss 
Henrietta Mastin, vocal, and Miss

Dr. Con- 
radi presided and introduced Governor 
Catts who gave a short address on 
"The Significance of the Occasion." 
He spoke of the privilege of our people 
in being able to have a part in this 
liberty loan; of the heroism of the 
young men who have gone Into ser- 
vice; and made an appeal to the young 
women to add their forces to support 
the nation in its great movement. 

Miss Gladys Morris, President of 
the Senior Normal class, gave a 
splendid talk in wliicli she showed 
that liberty loans gave students a four- 
fold opi)ortunity to do good: a bond- 
loan would enable a class to leave a 
memojial; it would give an oppor- 
tunity to serve the nation; It would 
encourage tl.e boys in the trenches; 
and it would bequeath a legacy to 
future generations of students. She 
announced that her class had pledged 
the money for a fifty dollar bond, and 
that this sum was raised in fifteen 
minutes. 

Miss CJrace Lothrldge, President of 
the Student Government Association, 
took charge of the bonfire ceremony 
and Introduced Mrs. Catts. Miss 
Lothrldge stated that this program 
was held in re sponse to the call of the 
Women's Federated Clubs all over the 
country; that the eoHege girls took 
particular pleasure in responding to 
these spieiidld organizations, and 
adiled. "On this occasion we have the 
honor of having with us a representa- 
tive of the Woman's Club, In the per- 
son of Mrs. Sidney J. Catts, wifa of 
the Governor of Florida, who will light 
the bonfire for us." After Mrs. Catts 
lighted the great central fire Miss 
Lothridge called out the respective 
groups who added their fagots to the 
flames.

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UNIFORMS 

[The need for thli letter ii for tiie 
present, probably past, but so well lias 
the writer expressed the opinion of 
the Student Body on wearing uniforms 
that we publlah it to tot tke people in 
the State Icnow Just how the gi^ls feel 
on this subject of uniforms.] 
Dear Editors: 

We read In the papers that at the 
next meeting of the Board of Control, 
the question of uniforms for the stu- 
dents of F. S. W. C. will be discussed. 

The argument for uniforms is that 
mauy girls remain at home, who 
would otherwise attend College, be- 
cause of their inability to buy clothes 
1» keeping with those worn by other 
■tudents. 

To force the girls of F. S. W. C. to 
wear uniforms is a very serious step. 
It is also unnecessary. 

It is unnecessary because at this 
College dress has no other virtues 
than those of comfort and becoming- 
aessi and these two requisites are ob- 
tained as easily by the girl of limited 
means, as one who is well-to-do. This 
talk of the fine-dressing at F. S. W. C. 
km &0 ground and is caused by the 
false pride of a few overly-sensitive 
people who cam never tm beyond 
the material side of things. 

Girls who allow the question of 
etothes to keep them fi^m a college 
education are small and unambitious. 
They believe that "clothes make the 
man." Tiiat is directly against tlie 
teachings of democracy. Qirls with 
such ideas would be combating the 
spirit of democrat that is so strong 
at this College. 

It would also be itapractible to force 
the students to wear uniforms. It 
would mean costumes exactly alike 
for every girl. The regulation for the 
uniforms would have to be iron-bound, 
otherwise some girls would have bet- 
ter materials in their suits than others, 
and the silly, petty, question would 
have to be thrashed out again. 

These iron-bound regulations would 
kiU the individuality of the girls, yet 
we come to college that we niay 
develop self-expression. 

If the Ifirls wear uniforms they will 
find it an added expense. They will 
have to discard their snmmer etottes 
after wearing them but four months 
instead of eight, which they usually 
do ift our mild climate. They will then 
buy uniforms that are -adapted to the 
warm months of the school year. Later 
tlMy will buy winter uniforms. Dur- 
ing the Christmas holidays they will 
buy clones suitable for their visit at 
home. These will be discarded f^ter 
two weeks wear. 

And if the stude^ wear uniforms 
it Is to be expected tl»t the Faculty 
will do likewise. That is only con- 
sistent. 

By doing all this, F. S. W. C. wUl 
have the honor of establishing a 
precedent among the State Universi 
ties. She will be the first State Col- 
lege at which the students are dressed 
like the inmates of an Orphan Asylum. 

This College has had to turn away 
students this year, because of a lack 
of accommodations. Make room for 
these girls who really want an educa- 
tl^. And then when there is room 
for all consider if it is worth while to 
make provisions for the girl whose 
pride in material things keeps her

WORLD NEWS 

The French forces of General Petaiii 
struck a mlL'lity jiihI nuexiicrtcd lilow 
against the German line northeast of 
Solssons Tuesday nmming and made 
some of the most Important gains of 
territory since the victory at Verdun. 

The stroke was made ovet a front of 
abbut six miles, under generally \m- 
fovorable weather conditions.

CHRISTMAS MAIL FOR 
MliMCAN naUES ABBOAD 

Arrangements have been perfected 
by the Postofflce Department whereby 
the Christmas mail for the American 
expeditionary forces In Bnr^ l« to 
be delivered by Christmas morning. 
Without the fullest cooperation on the 
part of the public It will be iW^WIilli tl 
to accomplish this result. 

The three essential respects In 
which the public can aid In assuring 
a happy Christmas at the front are: 
Mall early* address intelligently, and 
pack securely. For this reason it is 
urgenty requested that all persons 
having Christmas mail for the soldiers 
and sailors and the civilian units at- 
tached to the army in Europe observe 
closely the following directions: 

1. Malls to reach the soldiers In 
France by Christmas morning MUST 
BE POSTED NOT LATER THAN 
NOVEMBEE ISth. 

! 2. Every package must bear con- 
isplcuously the words "CHRISTMAS 
MAIL," the complete address of the 
I person for whom if is Intended, and

post Gifdt) iHl be subject to postoge 
at the rate of three cents for each 
ounce or fraction thereof which should 
be fully prepaid. The rate on drop 
letters will be two cents an ounce or 
fraction of an ounce. Drop letters In- 
clude all letters mailed for delivery 
within the postal district of the office 
where deposited, including dellvi^ bf 
city and rural carriers. 

Postal cards and post cards, or 
private mailing cards, bearing written 
messages will be subject to two cents

Miss Ball, the Y. W. C. A. worker 
who was here In the interest of the 
Students' Frlenilship Fund, had 
charge of chapel Thursday luorniug. 
At the close of devotional exercises 
she talked to the girls stirringly. 

"A fund of one niillloii dollars is to 
be raised by the students of the 
T'ntted Htates, which is to be nsed for 
relief work in Knroi»o and in this 
country. This is the Students' Friend- 
ship Fund." The sum is to be raised 
before the tenth of December, and the 
task of RPttlnR the in'oney has been 
undertaken l»y the Y. M. V. A. When 
the money is collected it will be ex- 
pended in the following way: 

$500,000 for relief of priso&ers of 
war. 

imOOO for the Y. M. C. A. 

$2nO.(MM> for tlie Y. W. C. A. 

$100,000 for relief of students. 

A mllilton dollars Is a tremendouB 
sum t(» raise from tlie voluntary gifts 
of the students of this country, and to 
do it is indeed a task. "But we are 
going t(» do it I We are going to irive 
up things : our new liats. our eats and 
the other luxuries. S\vef>t Briar, a 
college of three hundred and fifty girls* 
srafe Ave thousand dollars. The flrlt 
of stetson ph'dged five hundred dol- 
lars. You Kirls of F. S. W. C. give 

together." 

Some of this money raised will be 
si>ent in this country. Romethfxig must 
\>o iloiie for fill' relaxation of tlie men 
in the cantonments. Tliey are unde." 
a strain and a tension. The Y. M. ('. 
A. is (Udiig tlmt same thing. With 
the money the students give they wl!l 
(•ontinne to L'ive the soldier tlio right 
sort of reereatit)n. instruction and 
amusement. Then the girls near the 
eamps mnst lie protected and taken 
care of. "Tliat is tlie work of the Y. 
W, C. A. War work is ajtpeallng, but 
nothing is more than the little girls 
who work all day to make the uni- 
forms for tlie.se very soldiers. These 
girls must be shielded by the Y, W. 
C. A., for few of them have the Wome 
care and life of you and me." 

The greater part of the fund will go 
to Europe, however. There, in the 
prison camps especially, the Y. M. C. 
A .is striving to make things a little 
better. "Yon can not jiicture the 
prlsfon cauips of Europe, no matter how 
haii S%tt try. But to gl^ Jast an 
idea : Imagine a day ten times as 
monotonous as the most monotonons 
day of your life; then think of living 
It day after day for months ; imagine 
having Just enough to €at, but not 
eiiontrli to give you strength to with- 
stand any Illness .you might contract: 
think 'of living with neventy thousand 
otiier persons in a small enclosure; 
think of never liaving any solitude; 
fliiiik of vermin and filth everywliere; 
and you have a conception of a prison 
eamp. 

"The Y. :sr. C. A. is tlie only agency 
that can remedy this. Such work lies 
in the Y. M. r. a. field. Germany is 
human enough to allow food to bo 
shipped to prisoners in her camps. 
The Y. M. C. A. is doing that. Rut 
greater than food for the body is the 
food for the mind that this great or- 
ganization gives." 

Miss Ball went on to say: **5Phe 
world will be new after the war, and 
you must train yourself for the new 
order. Read your (iospel and learn 
from riirist how to live. You must 
think out your own religion. A re-

.Miss Certrmle Isid'or lias come to her 
new lield of work as a member of tlie 
fa. iilty of Florida State College after 
liaving already made a reputation for 
herself in music centers as a violinist 
of reinarkalile gifts iind attainments. 
So much lias been said of her great 
ability that it seemed Impossible to 
lielieve tliat any yonng woman could 
have reached such heights. Any doubt 
that might have been In the minds of 
those gathered to hear her were quick- 
ly dispelled by the magnificent demon- 
stration of her ability to gras|) and 
express the various sentiments 
thmngh her tonal art. Her technique 
is colossal, .\dded to this, she has a 
magnet ie pttwer of expressing deep feel- 
ing, touching the chords of sympathy 
which unconsciously brings tears to 
the eyes of the listener. Her tempera 
Mieiit was well Illustrated in the fiery 
ahandonmeut Of her playing of the 
Zlegeunervvelsen of Sarasate. Wle- 
nlawskl's Legende gave an expression 
to her deep feeling. *A charming num- 
ber. "In a fJarden." composed by Miss 
Isidor's teacher, TIrindelll. deserves 
special mention. This number con- 
sists ill tlie greater part of cadenzas 
for the violin, giving free scope to the 
interpreter's art. Her vision of it 
spcmed to bring out not only joy in 
the Ix'aiity and perfume of the garden 
hut also a vague Maeterlinck eer.v 
mysticism. The numbers of larger 
form on the program were Schutt's 
Suite 0|(, 44 for piano and violin and 
tlie I) minor Concerto by Vieuxtemps.

Pay day is the latest Innovation of 
the college. It satisfies the need that 
has long been felt for an efficient 
method 'of collecting dnes. 

The old method of collecting from 
door to door has always been very un- 
satisfactory. Last year a definite 
movement was made to do away with 
this sort of collecting. The President's 

Council took the matter up, and it was 
discussed liy all the student organiza- 
tions. Inquiries were made to find out 
how otiier pf'ogressive schools handled 
the question, and the best idea was 
selected as a basis for our pay day. 

The plan that lias just been tried 
out was finally perfected, and at the 
close of last year's term the dates for 
pay day were set. Since then pay day 
has had great imhllcity. It has been 
explained in chapel and at student- 
body meetings. The dates have been 
posted on the bulletin Itoards. The 
Y. W. C. A. hand books and the Flam- 
beau have told the fftpls all about It. 

November 5 was pay day for the 
first semester. By 9 o'clock last Mon- 
day the treasurers of the various or- 
ganizations were at their desks on the 
arcade. Each desk bore a placard with 
the name of the organization upon It. 
Each girl, on applying at the head- 
quarters desk, was given a card with 
the organizations to which she be- 
longed marked on it, and the snm of 
her dues added up. All that She hftd 
to do was to pay her money and re- 
ceive her recelirt from ttie treasurers. 
"There was no confusion, and the dues 
were paid systematically, quickly and 
exactly. 

Pay day has meant hard work for 
the executives In charge of It, bat ^e 
satisfying results have made th© 
trouble Worth while. 

For pay day has been a success. It 
has iiroved that the pay-day plan Is 
efficient, businesslike and progressive.

Miss Conde toiirhinsly pre- 
I sented the sufferings of the prisoners 
of war, ending her talk by asking how 
much the college girls were willing 
to sacrifice in order that the wretched 
lives of these prisoners might be made 
more bearable. — Ex.

This is the question 
that comes to all of us now that we 
have signed our pledge cards, for, as 
Miss Conde said, we must give up 
more than < hneolate drops. For some 
of UB to give up going to Miss Ellis's 
would mean no sacrifice at all, which 
for others it would mean a great deal. 
Some of the girls have planned to 
stop wearing silk stockings, others to 
give up shoes, hats, or dresses they 
especially want, while one girl actually 
says she is going to give up her trip 
home Christmas.

^ ON THE RELIGIOUS 
ISSUES OF THE WAR 

Miss Ball, one of the student secce' 
tarles of the South Atlantic field, and 
special secretary for the Friendship 
War Fund, is spending several days 
In our ,eoll|^e. 

At tKe T. W. C. A. service Wednes- 
day evening she talked to us on the 
many i^ligious queBtjk>iis ralpwid by the 
War. The Scripture lesson wat- the 
beautiful story of our Saviour's birth, 
ending with the promise, "And on 
earth peace, good will to men." "One 
of the (luestlons that has troubled 
most of us,'" saitl Miss Ball, "Is, How 
can God permit suth awful suffering? 
Yes, "we are all asking it, and no one 
can answer it. Is the beautiful prom- 
ise of i'l'jKv on earth, fTood will to 
men,' a hollow mockery? Or will it 
some day be fulfilled? I think It will. 
But against this we have l^^^lble 
picture of hujnan misery WNiS the 
ocean. People everywhere are asking, 
'Where Is GodV* 'Is tb«r6 It God?' 
There Is mtore sorrow in the woirild now 
than there has ever lu-en before. 

"There are several theories as to 
why the war Is wpon us. Bomm think 
that <5o(l is displeased with us and 
Ms sent it as punishment. Others be- 
lieve that he Is chastening us to make 
us better. But these are not my ideas. 
We are accustomed to blame It on the 
Germans, but they are not wiiolly to 
blame. The seeds of war are in the 
hearts of all nations, because they, as 
peoples, are not following Phrlst. 
Every Individual Is, in a greater or 
lesser degree, to Mame for the war. 
We have transirn'ssed (5o«1'h law of 
love and we are paying the penalty. 
We are simply worliing out the re- 
sults of our sin as u race. 

"As a result of the war, i>eople are 
talkiuL' more freely al»out their Ideas 
of GotLand religion. We are thrown 
back on elemental things, and the love 
of (Jod is the big <'lpmental thing in 
the universe. Let us lift up our hearts 
to this God of love and pray that the 
seeds of war way be kept out of our 
own hearts. Tn additiion to giving and 
praying, let us sweeten our relation- 
ships with tluvse about us and luisten 
the reign of the fJod of Peace." 

In ooni'lusion. Miss Ball quoted frpm 
H G. Wells' great book. "Mr. Brltltng 
(IMS It Through," tbc story of bow 
Mr. Britling comes to a full realiza- 
tion of the presence of hto <loi— -the 
God of Battles and of Peace.

The German artillery con- 
centrated east of the village shelled 
the Canadian field artillery lieavily as 
the attack began, but its fire had 
diminished greatly by 7 :."0 o'clock, 
llirouirh eounter-liMf teiy work. Pos- 
session of I'asscliendaele gives the 
allied forces a ilrm footing on the 
series of great apurs extending from 
(Jlieinvelt, on the south, including 
Iteilevue Spur and rasscbendaele 
Ridge running northeast for miles, its 
capture marks a grejit triumph in the 
long struggle to win this higher 
ground. The allies now have tlie ad- 
vantage of position In the salient and 
have forced the enemy back to the 
lower levels dominated by our guns.

WEEK £THE COLLEGE 

The week tof November 11-18 wai set 
aside as the World Week of Prayer, 
or the Fellowship Week, and the Y.

It was most necessary at this time 
to have a speaker with a genuine mes- 
sage and with the proper personality 
ro deliver it. The Cabinet WM «i- 
ceedingly wise in selecting for the task 
Rev. J. B. Mitchell, of the First Mefh- 
odist church in Jacksonville, and still 
more fortunate in being able to secure 
his services for the week. Mr. Mitch- 
ell, with his ready flow of forceful 
language, his apt illustrations and his 
compelling delivery, has made an Ifli- 
describable appeal to the girls. IHf 
telim have been so very earnest, so 
simple and so direct aa to hold the 
closest interest of Ms hearers and sat- 
isfy a most evident need. It is im- 
pOiHible to estimate the good do^ by 
these talks In chapel and ii f . w. <0. 
A. services. 

Mr. Mitchell opened his series of 
talks Monday night ^ fttt^m of 
Bryan Hall. His subject was "*£h» 
Power of Christian Personality." He 
•aid in part : "The only Interesting 
thing in the whole world is character. 
Nothing is ever Interwitlng until it has 
a personality. God never was real 
until he became a personality through 
Jesus Christ. Religion is built up 
around the cluiracter and personality 
of Christ. When a hitman being Is 
wtnrated In this divine persouality he 
Is a power and has gained a strong 
character. When we have become as 
Chrisl-like as possible we shall have 
wonderful persoualitics and be agents 
for gtood in the world. The one who 
has this Christian personality will 
bring with him everywhere the spirit 
of friendliness." After the singing of 
a hymn Mr. Mitchell closed the service 
with a beautiful benediction. 

In chapel Tuesday the subject 
spoken on was "What Is a Christian?" 
Dr. Mitchell treated the matter la Ml 
usual masterly style, holding the close 
attention of his audience. "A Chris- 
tian," he said, "Is one who lives and 
acts in such a way that the world 
recognizes that he is following tho 
teachings of Christ." For, after all. 
It Is what we do that really counts 
and is worth while, and not what we 
wish we could do tor know we eoi^ 
to do. 

Then, "A Christian Is one who tries 
to bring others to follow the Master." 
If we know the jioys of a Christian 
we ettttBot possibly help wanting 
others to share them with us ; and the 
best way to accomplish this Is to go 
after them ourselves. We do not real- 
ize htow many are waiting for just a 
word of encouragement and how much 
' good we could do if we would only 
overcome tour timidity and speak to 
them ton this all-important subject." 

AKain, "A Christian is one who is 
willing and ready to suffer for his 
faith." We are not called upon In 
these days for such sacrifices as the 
early Christians had to give. Wlthtout 
a murmur they gave their lives, thou- 
sands of them, for their faith. We 
are not asked to do this, but there 
are other smaller things that a Chri*' 
tlan today must give up. 

"A Christian Is one who lives In 
such a way that the wtorld knows he 
Is following the teachings of Christ ; he 
is one who tries to bring others to the 
Master, and one who is willing to suf- 
fer for his heUflf." 

Wednesday in chapel Rev. Mitchell 
drew a parallel between the command 
of Jesus to the man of Jerusalem who 



BOARD OF CONTROL LETS 
CONTRACTS FOR CDUaTION 
BUILDING AND DORMITORY 



To Be Completedi 
Sei^onber, 1918. 

The Board of Control of the Higher 
Institutions of Learning of Florida 
met in Tallahassee, Monday, November 
12th. The members of the Board are 
as ftollows: Hon. Joe L. Barman, of 
West Palm Beach, chairman; Hon. E. 
L. Wartmann, of Citra; Hon. J. B. 
Hodges, of Lake City; Hon. T. B. 
King, of Arcadia, and Hon. J. T. Dia- 
mond, of Milton. Mr. Bryan Mack, of 
Tallahassee, is secretary of the Board. 

At the meeting Monday ail the mem- 
bers were present and business of no* 
usual importance was transacted. Tbi 
Board namely let a contract for the 
erection of two big buildings on the 
campus of the Florida State College 
for Women. The cost of the two build- 
ings is approximately .$100,000, Includ- 
ing the heating system. The contract 
was let to O. C. Parker & Co., of Tal- 
lahassee. 

The buildings for which the contract 
was let are as educational building 
and a dormitory. Both buildings will 
be built of brick, with tile root and 
will have every modern convenience. 
The architecture Is such that it wlU 
fit Into the general plan of the oe^NP 
plant. 

The dtormitory will be located to 
the west of Bryan Hall. It Is build- 
ing (L> on the plan of the college 
plant found In the fore part of the 
catalogue. When completed it will 
accommodate more than one hundred 
students. It will be three stories Vm 
and the arrangement of the rooms will 
be similar to that In Reynolds Hall. 
The educational building will bo 
placed to the northeast of the adminls 
tration building In the open space be- 



tween the administration building and 
the gymnasium. It is building (D) 
as found on the plan of tne college 
plant In the fore part of the cata- 
logue. This building will front on the 
open court In front of the administra- 
tion building. The Building will be 
three stories high. The entire build- 
ing win be devoted to professional 
work for the training of teachers. It 
will contain the training school, the 
college hiRh school, the psychological 
laboratories, the manual training lab- 
oratories and 'all education classes. 

These added facilities will cause all 
lovers of the College for Women to 
look forward to the most prosperous 
perld the college has ever had. 

ihi^gement of Home Bemm^ 
partment. 
At this meeting of the Board ar- 
riuiRenients were also made to Inaugu- 
rate the teacher training work for vo- 
cational home economics as provided 
for In the Smith-Hughes bill and In 
the State law which meets the provi- 
sions of the Smith-Hughes bill. Presi- 
dent Conradl was anth^Mized to rent n 
practice cottage for «ie home mmmf 
ics department and to equip It with 
the necessary equipment. This Is one 
of the 0M«tlt «|M loi^iUrd In the 
home economics wort here at ctollege. 
An additional teacher will Immediately 
6e appointed, so that this work m» l» 
placed on a first-class basis. 

Additional LnhoratOTV Equipment 
The Board also authorized the ex- 
penditure of ^00 out of a special re- 
serve ftmd for additional laboratory 
equipment. The chemistry and phy- 
1^ laboratories are so crowded, due 
to the Increased enrt)llment in the col- 
lege, that this additional eqttlpment 
l)eyond that provided for in the orig- 
inal budget became absolutely neces- 
sary.

FIRST YEAR LATIN MAN- 
UAL BY DR. GAME. 

Dr. Game, In collaboration with Dr. 
Charles Clark, director of the Ameri- 
can School of Classical Studies at 
Rome, Italy, has recently published 
a first year Latin book that has sev- 
eral new and attractive features. The 
main purpose In preparing the book 
was, according to the statement of 
the autlu)ro, to secure for pupils tlie 
largest possible returns from the time 
and effort required during their first 
year's study of Latin." A careful 
examination of the text amply con- 
tlnces one that the purpose, fin<^ 
conceived, has been admirably exe- 
cuted. The material has been divided 
with care into workable assignments 
so that each day has Its own par^ 
ticular lesson. In each lesson are a 
required and an optional part. The 
latter, which Is not to be done out of 
class, adtfs mSt interest to tba 

other. 

The vocabulary has been pr^red 
with much pedagogical discrlmlnatiapi. 
The authOTS purposely selected words 
which «m (^M 4& t!ie life and think- 
ing of high school pupUf. Syntax bM 
received the emphasis which it de- 
serves, In the deliberate revival of the 
old way of committing to memory the 
rule and an example In which the rule 
is applied; Systematic reviewing has 
been carefully attended to, by specify- 
ing in each lesson just what of the 
proceeding work is to be gone over 
apiln. Parsing has been retained in a 
moderate degree, ten lessons being 
devoted to It. Above all the book Is a 
class-room text, for the larger part 
of the work Is to be done in dasf 
under the supervision of ^e teacher, 

The mechanical execution of the 
book is all that Is to be desired; there 
is no waste space m tiie pages and 
the typography Is pleasing to the eye. 
A useful future evidently awaits the 
manual. 

WAR MAP OF THl 
WESTERN FRONT FOR 
USE OF STUDENTS. 

The College has bought Hammond's 
Large Scale War Map of the Western 
Front for the History Department, 
This map is on the scale of ten mllea 
to one inch; It shows the railroads, 
caw^a. present boundaries of coun- 
tries, forests and woods, altlttidw la 
feet, air craft depots, principal wire- 
less stations, forts and redoubts, forti- 
fied towns and naval arsenals. It also 
shows by means of a heavy red line 
the furtherest advance of the German 
army and In a dotted red line the 
present battle line (up to November 1, 
1917.) It te til* tetentlon of Prof. 
Williams to mark by mwoM of imwi 
fiags the various potitUms of to* 
American, Belglaa, Bfitlsli a&d Frencb 
armies. 

This map will be plaeed for tli4 
present upon a special table in room 
21 until space is found for it in the 
library. By consi'ltlng It, the bulle- 
tins ap'i^arlng in the dally newspapers 
will be more Iptelllgently understood.

Now, though one can add up tbe 
money for bbnAi and pledg@i and 
divide and make an average of nearly 
!j;7.<K> apiece, a more careful examina- 
tion of the facts shows the fallacy of 
this conclusion. Of the $1,050 sub- 
scribed ^r T>lberty Ix)an bonds, not 
a bond was bought by an individual. 
Tbe classes lought these bonds; In 
most cases they bad money on hand 
which they safely invested (remem- 
l>er, not gave) in Liberty Loan 
bonds. Where they bori'owt'd money, 
it must be remembered that little of 
the sum will be subscribed by Indi- 
viduals. Entertainments and many 
other cleverer means swell the class 
treasuries, and not dues, as anyone 
can tell by referring to the amounts 
of these (lues on tbe Pay Day card. 
(FlaiiihcMU, November 3, page n.) 

And remember, the $1,050 In Liberty 
lioan bonds was a aafe In vestment for 
tbe.se classes to make. 

Of the $1,589.75 pledged toward the 
Friendship War BMiiid, $250 of this was 
Liberty Ix)an bonds subscribed by the 
classes, from sororities and $203 
from tbe faculty. The average indi- 
vidual student pledge (given us by the 
treasurer of the Y. W. C. A.) was 
.$2.s:5. We must remember that the 
faculty pledges are also cViunted in the 
total college pledge. 

These facts are far from showtog 
that the in<Hvid»ml pledge here was 
$7.00, are thev not? But of these in- 
dividual pledges of $2,83, surely no 
girl here intends to pay hers by Just 
writing for a larger allowance. This 
was not tbe spirit in which such 
pledges were suMtosed to be given. We 
are in the midst of a struggle which 
will not call on us for "generous do- 
nations." but giving, giving with sacri- 
fice of necessities and giving of which 
we yet know but a small p«Pt. It Is 
not generosity— it is duty. It Is our 
part 'of the fight, and when a country 
is fighting to preserve Its ideals and 
itself, self-sacrlflce on the part of its 



individuals Is as much a necessity as 
a virtue. 

Those who pledged to the Friendship 
War Fund Ate going to do without 
things this winter. There are many 
of them making money in various ways 
— tiot pin-money, but pledge money. 
They are only doing their bit. 

THE WHY W THE 
SUGAR StlMTAGE. 

Washington, Nov. 17. — ^Blame for 
the present sugar shortage north of 
Savannah and east of Pittsburgh is 
placed squarely on consumers and on 
manufacturers of candies and other 
sweets by the food administration. 

In a statement today the food ad- 
ministration said that had its recent 
retiuest for the curtailment of the use 
of sugar been heeded, present condi- 
tions would not exist, and It again 
warned the people to economize nntil 
new sulkies are available. 

The administration made this ex- 
planation of its efforts to relieve tbe 
shortage: "The food administration 
some days ago directed all manufac- 
turers and distributors of sugar to 
cease sales to Confectioners, syrup and 
luxury manufacturers until Cuban 
supplies are available. By this means 
the sugar consumption of the area of 
plentiful sugar south of Savannah and 
west 'of rittslturgh should be greatly 
redu^ and thus expedite the arrival 
" wigar Into the sparse area.

RUSSIA. 

Premier KwmstBky with bis forc^i 

has entered PetroRrad, according to a 
dispatch received by a Swedish news 
agency at Ilaparanda, on the Russian 
border. It is reported that the ma< 
jority of tlie Maximalists trotops 
joiniHi tiie premier, according to the 
corresi>ondent. 



It is reported that the sifuiitlon in 
Petrograd was terrible prior to K«> 
rensky's entry. Virtually all admtnis- 
tration had ceased, the authorities 
having given up all attempts to con- 
tinue work. Bolsheviki troofNi w«ni 
sweeping th rough the city like robber 
bands, committing all kinds of wrong. 
Food was exceedingly scarce and 
prices were so high that it was im- 
possible to pay them. N«irly the en- 
tire population was awaltinR cajrerly 
the arrival of Kereusky's troops to be 
relieved of terronbMi. 



The Italians apparently are holding 
the Teutonic aSiM fast aiong the 
greater part of the curving battle- 
front, extending from Lake Garda, 
south of the Trentino region, to the 
Adriatic sea. Small gains have been 
reported for the Teutons on the north- 
ern front and at one point on the 
Southern part of the Piave river. On 
the Asiago plalnii, where It was 
feared the Invaders might break 
through the Italian line and force a 
retirement of the arniics ;:nrdlng the 
western bank of the Piave river, the 
eOMoy has met wlte seVTS'ST severe 
wrtnam and serious Iommnl 



General Cadorna, who has been in 
supreme coniinand of the Italian army 
since the beginning of the war, has 
l)oen replaced because of the sneers 
bf th« Austro-German drive into 
Italy, lekmera! Cadorna hna been the 
Idol of tlie Italians because of his suc- 
cesses last year. He was offered a 
place on the new inter-allied military 
committee, wiilch will supervise a 
counter-campaign against the Teutonic 
troops, but he declined tiMi iMi^int- 
ment. 



With the American Array In France 
(by Associated Press).— The second 
American detachments to enter the 
trenches have returned to their billets. 
The relief was accomplished success- 
fully and without the knowledge of 
the Germans. The third series of bat- 
talions now Is occupying the first line, 
having marched In on a brilliant star- 
light night. Among the returned 
trbops Is the company which bore tfte 
brunt of the raid on the trenches by 
German shock troops. The battalions 
In the trenches had a good taste of 



shell fire during the first hours, the 
Germans using their artillery moro 
heavily than usual and continuing 
steadily. Tiie American batteries re- 
sponded ener^getically. 

•\n inter allied war committee has 
lately been created, whose object U 
not to direct the dtetalls of military 
operations. I»nt to define the general 
war i>olicy and plans of the allies, 
adapting them to the rewiorces and 
means of which they dlspbse, so as to 
assure the strong^t possible result. 
Tlu' conncil comprises two representa- 
tives of each government. Jformally 
it will meet ia ftence at least once a 



THE PROBLEM OF COL- 
LEGE STUDENTS. 

By Hon. Newton D. Baker, Secretary 
of War. 

(From the Patriotic News Service 
of the National Committee of Patrli^c 
Societies, Washington, D. C.) 

When the call to national service 
arose, spirited young men everywhere 
of course wanted to he employed in a 
patriotic way, and I supi)ose there Is 
scarcely a young man in any college 
in the country who has not verjr tax* 
iotisly addressed to hlmsi^ i|pn- 
tion: "What can I do?" 

I think that there Is no general an- 
swer to this question. Even in th'ose 
cases where it would be obviously bet- 
ter for a young man to stay at college 
and prepare himself for later and 
fuller usefulness, yet If the young man 
In so d'oing acqnires a low view of his 
own courage, and feels that he was 
electing the less worthy course, the 
effect on the young man of that state 
of tniud toward his own actions pitob- 
ably would be so preju^sttd Utat it 
ought not to be encouraged. 

To the extent that the men In col- 
lege are physically disqualified, 'or to 
the extent that they are too young to 
meet the requirements of the depart- 
ment, it .seems quite doar that in the 
present state of the emergency their 
major usefulness lies In remaining in 
the college, going forward with their 
academic work. The knowledge that 
the students will acquire at college 
will equip them for subsequent useful* 
ness If the emergency lasts until their 
call comes. 

But we do not want to chill enthusi- 
asm. We want to preserve enthusiasm 
and ctdtivate and use It; but we do 
want to be discriminating In bur en- 
thusiasm, and prevent people getting 
the notion that they are not helping 
the eoni^ry unless they dto something 
different, which very often Is not the 
case at all. The largest usefulness 
may come from doing the same thing. 



Now, it is not unnatural that there 
should be these ebullitions of feeling, 
this desire to change occupation as a 
badge of changed service and devotion 
to Ideals, Our colleges can exercise a 
steadying influence in this regard. 

We are going to have Ibsses on the 
sea; we are going to have losses in 
battle; our communities are going to 
be subjected to the rigid discipline of 
nniltiplled personal griefs scattered all 
through the Community, and we are 
going to sffarch the cause of those back 
to their foundation, and onr feelings 
are going to be torn and our nerves 
made raw. There is a place for phy- 
sicians of public opinion to exercise a 
enrfttive impulse. The young mm who 
are in our colleges, who go to their 
homes from our colleges and make up 
a very large part of the direction of 
l)ublic opinion, can exercise a curative 
influence by preaching the *)ctrlne of 
tolerance, hy exempll^ing the fact 
that it is not necessary for a nation 
like the United States, which Is fight- 
ing for the vindication of a great ideal, 
to discolor Its purpose by hatreds or 
by the entertainment of any unwortl^ 
emotion.

New Serum for Treatment of War 
Wounds. 

Tufts has again come to the fore by 
the discovery of a new serum to be 
used to treat war wounds. This sub- 
stance is the outcome of long experi- 
mentation by MVO»il Boston surgeons, 
several of whom are Tufts Medical 
school graduates. The new method of 
treating wounds, constituting an im- 
portant advarnce in war surgery, is 
described in the current number of the i 
Boston Medical and Surgical Journal, j 

Up to a recent period the treatment 
of contaminated v^ounds consisted In 
the removal of dead tissue and for- 
eign bodies (fragments of shrapnel, 
clothing, etc.), and tb# nM «f 4S»tl- 
septicB. 

Since antiseptics do harm by killing 
cells and washing away or neutraliz- 
ing the wound secretions, the more . 
modern surgical procedure is to elimi- 
nate the use of antiseptics. 

The papers in the Boston Medical 
and Surgical Journal describe the 
treatment of septic processes with the 
bkHMl torum of normal healthy ani- 
mals. According to Dr. Leary, the 
supply of blood serum from domestic 
animals slaughtered for food purposes 
is almost limitless, and much of it la 
wasted.— The Tufts Weekly.

Washinston. November 22.— President Wilson's proclama- 
tion, fixing Thursday, November 29 .as Thanlisgiving Day. 
follows: , X X 

"It has long been the honored custom of our people to turn 
In the fruitful autumn of the year in praise and thanksgiving 
to Almighty God for his many blessings and mercies to us as 
a nation. That custom we can follow now even in the midst 
of the tragedy of a world shaken by war and Immeasurable 
disaster, in the midst of sorrow and great peril, because even 
amidst the darkness that has gathered about us we can see 
the great blestings God has bestowed upon us, blessings that 
are better than mere peace of mind and prosperity of 
enterprise. 

"We have been given the opportunity to sei-ve mankind as 
we once served ourselves in the great day of our declaration 
of independetee, by taking up arms against a tyranny that 
threatened to master and debase men everywhere and joining 
with other fne peoples In demanding for all the nations of 
the world what we then demanded and obtained for ourselves. 
In this day of the revelation of our duty not only to defend 
oMf own rights as a nation, hat to defend also the rights of 
free men throughout the world, there has been vouchsafed 
us in full and inspiring measure the resolution and spirit of 
unit^ action. We have been brought to one mind and pur- 
pose.

Ott Wednesday, November 21, the 
Aaioeiated Press published despatches 
ftwn the front, to the effect that the 
British Third Arniir had broken 
through the Hlndenburg line to a 
4f pth of from four to five miles. The 
gjiaok was begun on Tuesday without 
liui osual preliminary anvil chorus 
of the artillery, anil the Germans were 
taken completely by surprise, several 
thousands of prisoners being cap- 
tnr«4. Tke British troops stormed the 
im ^ of defenses on the whole 
tfmk bttween St. Quentin aod the 
SoMryt river, a distance of thirty-two 
Mltot. The infantry and tanks passed 
on and stieeoeded in taking the second 
system of defenses a mile beyond. 
Four points of the greatest strategic 
importance fell into the hands of the 
Brttisli^ the latest reporU claiming 
titat the whole of this so-called im- 
pregnable Hlndenburg line west of the 
canal from Duenord to Bapaume on 
tiho Carabrai road tm been taken. 

Readers of the Flambeau can easily 
loeate these places on the large scale 
map of the Western Front In Room 21. 
The Hlndenburg system of defense is 
shown thereon by a dotted red line. 
Berlin admits the loss of portions of 
the permanently established works, 
iMit says that German reserves are 
making a fierce counter attack in the 
iMpe of regaining them. 

This victory may relieve the «s* 
proision caused by the Teutonic iuc- 
c e aie s in Italy. From this front, how- 
•vtr, the last reports hav« been more 
•acouraging. The Itolias armtM teve 
lieen strongly re-inforeed, and are 
iolding the Invaders east of the Piave 
river, having bravely repulsed four 
furious attacks with heavy losses to 
their enemies. U is probable, though 
that the full strength of the Austro- 
Oerman drive has not yet developed 
wad British an4 rreoeh kelp is 
Wixiously awaited. ^

No news of any Importance has 
mjjglt fyom this front. Russia is so 
itiorgaaised and disordered that she 
eannot make war.

ttaittder of this year. Happily, in all 
irobabllity neither «Mi she make

November 29. 1917. 
To Commanding General:

After the battle all returned back of 
lines to Mess Hall where Captain 
Edwards had prepared a least worthy 
of victorious teams. 

Then Miss Elder led a rising toast to 
"The Victorious Team." 

In response, Mauri Clyatt, captain 
of the Odd team, told how she admired 
the pluck of her opimnents. "but with 
the n d, white and iiinpli' backing us 
we couldn't help but win." 

Ann Harwick responded for the 
Normals. Her toast wa«, "here's to 
the best of teams." 

The Ihren team shortly after sang 
"If We'd Played the Game as You 
Played the Game Maybe We Might 
Have Won," with the good spirit that 
has characterized that side.

j)rivilege to serve the College for 
Women where students and faculty 
and officers have always been so 
loyal to high ideals and have always 
given their best with a heary good 
will." 

About this time some folks began to 



get hungry for the Turkey, and let the 
rest know about It by raising their 
voices In song.

WOIH.D NEWS. 

On November 27. Washington re- 
ceived official confirmation of the 
news from London that German staff 
officers are In Petrogmd acting as 
military advisors to the Lenlne fac- 
tlon. If the Germans are there, all 
doubt as to the purpose of the 
Bolsheviki is removed, and diplomats 
of the allied powers will be obliged to 
Wttbdraw to a neutral capital, proba- 
bly Stockholm to awan instructions 
from their governments. This news 
will probably be followed promptly by 
action on the part of the United 
States and the allies definitely to 
place the Bolsheciki regime in the list 
of Germany's allies. Immediate can- 
cellation of all orders now in process 
of evacution for military and other 
supplies for Russia, both in the 
United States and Japan, will of 
course immodiatoly follow. Several 
cargoes from the United States are 
now on the way to Vladivostak, but 
these can be diverted by wireless 
orders. , „ , 

This action on the part of Russia 
will produce a most serious situation 
by making available to Germany the 
vast stores of food. oil. and cotton of 
Russia, and even though the Teutons 
find it Impossible to convert the dis- 
organized country into an actiye mili- 
tary ally the million or more German. 
Austrian, and Turkish prisoners held 
la Russia would hi- frc^d for service 
with the Teutonic armies. 

Norway may enter the war against 
the Germans. The Scandinavian 
rulers and ministers are to gather 
this w('<k in Christiana to consult 
together upon various policies. Be- 
hind this meeting lies the fear, un- 
founded though it may bo. of Nor- 
way's entry into the war and of Ger- 
many's menace that in this case, she 
should feel called upon to occupy Den- 
mark as a counter measure. 

British Army Headquarters In 
Prance.— British troops are continuing 
to bore their way forward through the 
Hindenburg support line west of 
Moeuvres. There was vigorous fight- 
ing at etose quarters and, as a result, 
the British today (November 20), 
were in possession of a further sec- 
tlen of support trenches 2,000 yards 
long, running east and west Just south 
of Pronville and Inchy-En-Artols. 
Also, fighting was renewed on Novem- 
ber 26, between Bourbon wood and 
Cambral. The light for Bourtl®li wood 
and village will long be remembered 
as one of the most bitterly contested

THE WAR TAX AND TNI COLLtOf 

(From the Patriotic News Service of 
the National Committee of Patriotic 
Sof'ietles.) 

The National Committee of Patriotic 
Societies addressed an Inquiry a short 
while ago to Commissioner Daniel C. 
Roper of the Department of Internal 
Revenue as to how the provisions of 
the Art of October .3. 1917, affected 
the various student activities in our 
American colleges. Commissioner 
Roper had the following statement 
especially i)repared for publication in 
the college press: 

Inquiry has been received relative 
to the application of the provisions of 
the Act of October .3, 1917, imposing 
tax upon admissions to college ath- 
letic, theatrical and other entertain- 
ments. The Act exempts from such 
tax "admissions all the proceeds of 
which inure exclusively to the benefit 
of religloua. edticational or charitable 
institutions, societies or organiza- 
tions." 

As was remarked in a recent state- 
ment relating to the same provisions 
of law, the word "educational" as used 
In such connection has been given a 
rather broad construction by the 
courts. It has been held to Include 
physical and moral as well as purely 
intellectual training; and If a college 
itself managed the theatrical and 
other entertainments and received the 
proceeds arising therefrom, there 
would of course be no doubt that the 
exemption applied. However, it is un- 



derstood that, generally speaking, 
such entertainments are manftfed not 
by the college authorities, but by Stu- 
dent organizations which control the 
expenditure of the proceeds, .^y 
claim to exemption, therelore. must be 
based upon the contention that the 
student organizations are themselves 
educational institutions or that the en- 
tertainments which they manage are 
educational. It is doubtless true that 
college sports tend to arouse interest 
in physical development and that col- 
lege theatrical and similar entertain- 
ments have some educational In- 
fluence, but the same might be said of 
professional baseball games, for in- 
stance, and professional theatrical per- 
formances, and of course there was no 
intent to exempt the latter or the pro- 
moters thereof. After all, the princi- 
pal function of college sports and 
other college entertainments would 
seem to be, as in the case of profes- 
sional sports and other professional 
entertainments, to furnish recreation; 
and there appears to be no more sub- 
stantial ground for exemption in one 
case than In the other. 

It Is accordingly held that the tax 
applies to admissions charged for en- 
trance to college athletic and other 
entertainments, unless all the pro- 
ceeds thereof are actually turned over 
to the college Itself, or to some other 
religious, educational, or charitable in- 
stitution, society or organization.

WORLD NEWS. 



The United States: December 4. — 
President Wilson today appeared In 
persbn before Cbngress, assembled in 
joint session, and made to tlip world 
a di'linitc stiilcnient of Aincrica's wai" 
aims and of the basis upon which 
peace will be considered. He urged a 
declaration of a state of war between 
the I'nited States and Austria-Hun- 
gary— (iernmnys vassal and tool. A«* 
tb Turkey and Bulgaria, also tools of 
the enemy, he counselled delay, be- 
cause "they do not yet stand in the 
direct path of our iicicssary action. 

The President declared that to win the 
war Is the immediate and unalterable 
task ahead, and he urged Congress, 
Just beginning tbe second war session, 
to concentrate itself njion it. The re- 
iiuest for a declaration of war with 
Austria met with virtually unaal^ilQHi 
approval, and ront:ress toniyht (De- 
•'eniber 4) was prepared to give prompt 
resfioiise. Passage by the House on 
Thursday and by the Senate on Fri- 
day of the necessary resolution was 
planned by the leaders, who be^an 
drafting the formal document soon 
after the President finished speaking. 

By advanec arrangement the ad- 
dress was made available lor publica- 
tion on the same day in nearly every 
corner of the globe. It probably wlil 
not ai)pear in full in the Teutonic 



jucss. but the pajjers of neutral coun- 
tries and tlie work of allied aviators 
will get it to many Germans In un- 
changed form.

In offering "War-Savings Stamps" 
to the public the United States Gov- 
ernment has made immediately avail- 
able for every man, woman, and child 
in the country a profitable, simple, and 
secure UaTestxaent. 

What Tlity. A r e— War-Savings 
Stamps are the acswer of a great 
democracy to the demand for a demo- 
cratic form of government security. 
They are "little Laby bonds." Like 
Literty bonds, t^ey have behind them 
the entire resources of the Govern- 
ment and people of the United States. 
They liavt; the additional advantage 
that they steadily increase in value 
from the date of purchaee until the 
d!it( of maturity, and this increase is 
guarai.tced by the Governnieut. These 
stamps are Issued ia two denomina* 
tions, the 26-cent stamp and the |5 
stamp. 

For the convenience of investors a 
"Thrift Card" is furnished to all pur- 
chasers of 25-cent stamps. This card 

has .si)accs lor 10 stamps. When all 
the spaces have been filled the Thrift 
Card may be excharged for a $5 stamp 
at iiostoffices, bnnUs, or other au- 
thorized agencies by adding 12 cents 
In cash prior to February 1, 1918, and 



1 Cent additional each month there- 
after. 

Those who prefer may buy a fB 
stamp outright. These will be on sale 
from December 3, 1917, until January 
31, 191«, tor 14.12. They automati- 
cally Increase in value a cent a month 
every month thereafter until January 
1, 1923, when the United States will 
pay $5 at any postoffice or at the 
Treasury in Washington for each 
stamp affixed to a War-Savings Cer- 
tificate. 

When you purchase a $5 stamp, you 
must attach it to an engraved folder 
known as a "War-Savings Certifliate" 
which bears the name of the pu^ 
chaser and oan be cashed only by the 
person whose name appears upon the 
certificate, except in case of death or 
disability. This certificate contains 
20 spaces. If these are all filled with 
War-Savings Stamps between Decem- 
ber 3, 1917, and January 31, 1918, the 
cost to the purchaser will be $82.40, 
and on January 1, 1923, the Govern- 
ment will pay the owner of the certifi- 
cate $100 — a net profit to the holder of 
$17.60. This Is based on an interest 
rate of i% compounded tauarterly 
from January 2, 1918. The amount 
of War-Savings Stamps sold to any 
one person at any one time al^lMI not 
exceed $100 (maturity value), toi 80 
person may hold such stamps ot Wifg* 
Savings Certificates to an aggr^MSate 
amount exceeding |1,000 (matw^ty 
value). 

If the holder of a War-Savings Ce^ 
tlficate finds it necessary to realize 
cash on it before maturity, he may at 
any time after January 2, 1918, upon 
giving 10 days' written notice to any 
money-order povtofCice, raoeiva for 
each stamp affixed to his certificate 
the amount paid therefor plus 1 cent 
lor each calendar month after the 
month of purchase of each stamp. A 
registered certificate may be re- 
deemed, however, only at the post- 
office where registered. 

In other words, the plan is simple, 
starightforward, and eertaiB. The 
holder of the certificates can tot lose 
and Is certain to gain. He Is buying 
the safest security in the world In 
the most convenient form in which 
the security of a great Government 
has ever oeen offered to its people.

The following appeared in the 
Wellington Journal (England), of No- 
vem^er 3. whirh ProfeSTOr WiMbUiM 
received this week. 

"Prestelgn, Wales. — Mr. Walter T. 
Williams of HarfoTfl Tloiise, has re- 
ceived Information from his nephew, 
Clapt. Walter H. Brook, from Egypt, 
that he has boon awarded tho I). C. M. 
(Distinguished Company Mention). 
Capt Brook Joined the Mon^omery- 
shire Yeomanry in the first week of 
the war, and was afterwards trans- 
ferred to the Royal Welsh Fusiliers, 
and sent to Egypt. He has seen a 
great deal of fighting atd the story 
of how he gained the D. C. M. is in- 
teresting although the full particulars 
are not at hand. It appears that Cpl. 
Brook was sent on an expedition 
across the desert in charge of G.uoo 
Arabs, with two other white men with 
him. After a journey of about 200 
miles across the desert this force 
cam© in contact with a big force of 
Turkish troops, with German regulars 
atd officers. They killed over 50 of 
these, captured 80, and dispersed the 
rest. 

Capt. Brook is a nephew of Prof.

DR. SAMUEL MARION 

Among the prominent men in the 
organization of tlie State College for 
Women was Dr. Samuel Marion 
Tucker, profetsor of Bnglitli from 
the initial year until nineteen hull* 
dred tea. Three states claim him: 
Florida, the place of his birth; South 
Carolina, the original home of the 
Tuckers, and where he attended! 
Wofford College and was a classmate! 
of Dr. Clarence E. Boyd and Dean N. I 
M. Salley; and New York, where he; 
spent several years in preparitig for 
the doctorate. 

He resigned his position here Just 
before the new administration build- 
ing WM finished, hence no member of 
the present ftudent-body knows him 
as a teacher; but several members of 
the faculty remember him distinctly. 
A man of medium height, somewhat 
boyish in his hasty climb of the old, 
rickety stairs to reach his class before , 
^e seeeild bell rang; with a firm, i 
kindly eye that never failed to rec- 
ognize the passing friend, he would j 
enter the room as the clock struck. As 
professor of English in the former 
Florida State College, he was unani- 
mously ciiosen to fill the same posi- 
tion in the new female college of 
1905. It is a significant fact that the 
professor of Erglish \v;is one of tlie 
first men to confer and agree with 
President Mnrphree in so urging a 
(■hans:e of n.'uno. that the IPU'iKl.itiin* 
renamed the institution, the Utule Col- 
lege for Women. 

The follo!:iiito department of Eng- 
lish having but one teacher in charge 
at that time, coultf not offer a wide 
rarge of coursos, but Dr. Tucker or- 
ganized it with high standards. Work j 
showing only the best effort, and of I 
good quality, received his approval. ! 
His own use of English was well-nigh 
faultless. On one occasion when he 
had finished some resolutions of ap- 
preciatlon (when did the professor of 
English over escapr^ bcln^ chairman 
of the Committee on Resolutions?), 
one of his colleagues remarked upon 
the fitness and Kinc crity of t)io com- 1 
position, and he replied. "1 have no 
desire to write anything but thej 
clearest, purest prose" His liberal: 
scholarship gavo him jtarticular power | 
In teaching literature. His students 
^U||^g|ost enthusiastic over his 
^ wWWW n the Kn«lish drama and the 
English poets, ir one could discover 
a favorable difference in the latter, it 
was for Byron and Shelley which 
secmnd to aroiisf the ker nest api)re» 
ciation in the class. He enjoyed Scott 
largely because he learned to appre> 
riatc him in childhood. * The writer 
remembers hearing him call up an 
early picture, when he stood, a mere 
lad, at his grandfather's iincc, and 
recited several pages of "Alarniion." 

Besides hi.s work as a teacher, he 
edited more than one classic; and his 
original "Satire in Verse" permeated 
even the conversation of the stu- 
dents; for at one time six girls in 
suite 212 Bryan Hall entered Into a 
two-month's contest as to who could 
excel in the use of clveer sarcastic 
expresstoiit. 

On faculty-meeting occasions Dr. 
Tucker would generally come up the 
iralk with hla great friend and col- 
league. Dr. Bondurant. On wintry 
days the latter wore a "derby" but Dr. 
Tucker, never! Only a soft felt bat of 
either gray or brown did he wear. In 
whatever phase of college life he was 
place d, one always recognized him as 
a scholarly gentlenoan. It Is a fore* 
gone conclusion that wherever he leo* 
tures or teaches his work will hAVe 
power, for he has superior gifts in the 
profession.

WORLD NEWS. 



Dec. 12. — The first American shot 
against Austria was fired by Soldier 
Ttnkham, ot Boston, on the lower 
Flave, wlHMi Tinkham pulled the string 
firing a large hundred and forty-nln.; 
millimetre gun, sheudiug the shell to 
Austrian positions, America is now in 
a position to assist on the Italian front 
since war agaiiuit Austria was for- 
mally declared on Friday, December 
7th. 

Tlie Italians havo been valiantly 
holding their gruuml a^'ainst the in- 
erensiiiK ninuluT of (iiTiuati and Aus- 
trian forces tiiat are luini^ hurried 
to that Lattle front. 

Along the entire western front, 
from the north to the Adrlaflc Sea, 
artillery diiols of !:rcat iiiauni'mle ar ' 
being ronght, whldi douLtless are the 
tm&fVLmmm ot the expecled great of 
fensive that tlio Tnjtonic allies have 
in view l eforo flu- Anieri" an troops can 
reach the lattle fronts in ^'reat num- 
bers. On the Ypres and Arras fronts 
held by the British, on various sectors 
^ustward from St. Quentiii to .Mlsace. 
in the hill conntry bordering the Itul- 
tan plains, and at points fttbng the 
Piave river, the guns are in op- 
eration. The Teutons <lii.lly rontlnuv! 
to reinforce by Inrt'e numl crs tlieir al- 
ready superior forces on all the fronts. 

On the British front, hnee num- 
bers of nirplnnes are eontinnaUy en 
gaged in lattle in the air, or search- 
ing out points where troops are being 
roiKciit rated. There was great activ- 
ity ill ftie air Monday, especially in 
the ('ami ria renlon, according to an 
official Ktateuient ipsned December 11. 
Five (Herman machines were brought 
down, ard three British are missing. 
The only infantry activity taking 
place on any of the front* IS In the 
nature of raiding opemtlons. 

In Hufsla the r'ounter revolntlonnry 
movriufiit hoadefl by Cincral I\m Io- 
dines Is growing In strength. The 
sftuntion In Moscow, which Is held by 
the PnlsheviKi. Is Fai«l to le serious. 
Unofficial advices say street fluhting 
has already occurred th«ire, and the 
garrison is .sbowincr signs of mutiny 
againpt the Rolshevllci. Starvation is 
menacing the population of the city. 

Delegates of the new Busslnn gov- 
ernment are esrpected to meet for con- 
ference on Monday in Petrosrrad, ac- 
cording to a proclamation Issued by 
the Sfflolny Icstitute. About four hun- 
dred inetnhers constitute the consti* 
tuent assenddy. 

.Ternsnlrm is in the hnnds of the 
Britlph after having been Tor 673 years 
in the control of the Moslems. Gen- 
eral Allenhy was In command of the 
forcos hepleging the city.
